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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present mail brings Yokohama advices to December 2. The 
Pacific mail steamer which left San Francisco on the 4th Nov., 
and the P. and O. steamer Vorma, with the English mail of Oct, 
9, arrived on the 1st December. Mr. F. J. Angier, the senior pro- 
prietor of this journal, was among the passengers by the former. 

The following summary of news is from the Japan Times :— 

The Mikado has arrived in Yedo. This has been the great event 
of the fortnight, and we have strong reasons to hope it is pregnant 
with good for foreign trade, as well as indicative of cessation of 
civil war, consolidation of the Government, and restoration of 
tranquillity in Japan. Already a start seems to have been given 
to some branches of trade in Yedo, and by next Opperanlty we 
hope to be able to announce a decided change for the better. The 
name of that city, we may mention by the way, has been changed, 
for official purposes, to Tokei, but for the present it will, of course, 
be commonly called by its old name. 

The Mikado passed through Kanagawa, rather slenderly at- 
tended, on the 24th ultimo, and a place was prepared for 
foreigners to witness the procession. All Yokohama turned out 
to see the show, and we think we are quite right in saying that 
all came back disappointed. The entry into Yedo on the 26th 
was a far different, a very impressive, sight. With the exception 
of the writer and the artist for the JUlustrated News, no foreigner 
was present, to our knowledge, except some members of the 
British Legation, and it is a noteworthy fact that the British flag 
was the only foreign ensign flown in Yedo in honour of his Impe- 
rial Majesty’s visit. 

Of the poles! significance of this very important move, and of 
its probable results, we shall defer discussion for the immediate 
present ; but there is one point to which we must refer, as bearing 
upon an article in our leading columns, in which we remark upon 
the way in which journals abroad, and public opinion by them, 
are led astray by sensational letters and telegrams from this 
country. One of our contemporaries, to whom allusion was 
made in our last, still persists, in spite of the most authoritative 
and reliable assertions to the contrary, that Wakamatz, the capital 
of Aidzu, still holds out against the Imperial troops. There is 
not the slightest doubt that it fell on the 6th November, the 
defeated chief and his son formally surrendering their swords on 
the 8th. A singular little incident has come to our knowledge 
which strongly supports, as little incidents often do, the official 
news. A Japanese noble was entertaining some foreign friends a 
few days ago, when, in the midst of the feast, arrived an officer 
with despatches from the North. He was introduced to the com- 
pany, after performing the duty for which he had come, and gave 
a& most picturesque and touching account of the scene of the 
surrender. Aidzu’s town had been completely surrounded and all 
supplies cut off, and after enduring as long as possible great 

rivations—when at last all his ammunition had been exhausted, 
ong after his rice and salt—nothing was left him but surrender. 
Proper arrangements having been made, the garrison marched out 
of the place, and the fallen chief placed his sword in the hands of 
the Imperial Commissioner. These, “the living soul of a Samurai,’”” 
were immediately restored to him—and such, during this trying 
scene, was the dignity and noble bearing of the man that “even 
we his enemies,” said the Southern officer, “ could not refrain from 
tears at the sight.” His memorial to the Emperor is said y 
Japanese to be a document of a very remarkable character. It 
will perhaps be officially published, and it is to be hoped that the 
Mikado will be advised to commemorate the happy event of his 
attaining his majority by treating with clemency an indubitably 
brave man, and one whose “ rebellion ” is perhaps little more 
a mistaken idea of duty. 
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Shonai has also surrendered, we hear on the best authority, and 
thus the civil war is virtually over. 


swords, will doubtless be prowling about the country for some time, 
but no chief of name is now in arms against the Mikado. The 
rebellion is crushed. 

Some time ago a special committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was appointed to draw up a Minute upon the proposal by 
the Japanese to revise the silk and tea duties on a basis of five 
per cent. upon the average values of those articles for the last 
three years. We gave our own views on the subject when the 
committee was appointed. The report is ready, and will be sub- 
mitted to the Chamber to-morrow: The same subject has been 
under consideration of the newly-established Chamber of Com- 
merce at Hiogo. 

The committee appointed to relieve us of the municipal dead- 
lock has its report also ready, and will present it to the land renters 
on the following day. The municipal director has meanwhile been 
flourishing the auctioneer’s hammer. On the 19th ult. Mr. Ben- 
son, on behalf of the Japanese Government, sold in this way eight 
lots of land situated at the back of those lots set aside for public 
purposes on the ground reclaimed since the fire of 1866. Each lot 
consisted of 437 tsuboes, and an upset price of 4 dols. per tsubo 
had been fixed. There was a fair competition, and the result was

These are tremendous prices, and we doubt much their being 
ultimately remunerative to the purchasers. The propriety of the 
municipal director’selling is a moot point, much discussed by those 
interested. Either he has taken some hundreds of dollars out of 
the pockets of hard-working and not over paid professional men, 
and put them into his own, or he has done the work for nothing 
for the Japanese Government—work which he certainly never was 
meant to do when he was elected by this community, and which 
he has no right to do so long as his legitimate work is so far in 
arrear as it is. He has been asked pretty plainly on which horn 
of the dilemma he prefers to sit, but has vouchsafed no reply. 

The new Bishop of Victoria is at present in Yokohama. He

Nagasaki Liautuovse.—Tlhe Japanese authorities have crected 
@ lighthouse on the north end of Iwosima, (It is not known when 
a light will be exhibited.) The tower is constructed’ of iron, 
hexagonal in shape, surmounted by a gallery with iron railings, 
the whole painted white, with gilt ball on the top. The base of 
the tower is 189 feet above the sea, and is placed on the end of a 
narrow ridge 11 cable inside the extreme north point.

SHANGHAI. 

From this port we have advices to the 9th December. The 
English mail of Oct. 9 arrived out on the 26th Nov.,and the 
French mail of Oct. 18 was four days overdue when the present 
homeward steamer left. The latest telegraphic news from London 
was to Nov. 15, received via Kiachta on the 7th December. On 
looking through the files of local papers we find but few items 
that are not embraced by our Correspondent’s letter. 

The Evening Courier says :—“ It is rumoured that Mr. McLeavy 
Browne, who holds the appointment of first Secretary to H. E. the 
Hon. Mr. Burlinghame, has applied to be recalled. Should this be 
granted it would be a serious loss to the Embassy.” 

Two heavily-armed gunboats, of 500 tons ,burthen, will shortly 
arrive for service against pirates. It is said that their officers 
receive their commissions direct from Peking. The Titan, Chinese 
surveying vessel, is armed with muzzle loading Armstrong guns.

We are informed that Mr. Myburgh, who for several years took 
the lead of the Bar of the Supreme Court, and attracted consider- 
able respect, both by his personal and professional qualities, has 
decided not to return to Shanghai, but to stay in England, 
whither he had gone with the intention of being away only tem- 
porarily. 

The Recorder mentions an amusing illustration of the manner 
in which the Chinese officials regard military rank. It may be 
recollected that Mr. Forrest not very long ago visited the Futai 
of Chekiang at Hangchow, Ma, the official at present appointed to 
succeed Tseng as Viceroy at Nanking. On that occasion Major 
Crossman accompanied Mr. Forrest, Mr. Jamieson, of the Consular 
service, being also of the number. Cards were sent in indicating 
the rank of the various persons, and in due course chairs were for- 
warded for the visitors ; a four-hearer chair for Mr. Forrest, ditto 
for Mr. Jamieson, and a very diminutive tumble down bamboo 
chair for the military mandarin. This plan, however, did not 
exactly meet Major Crossman’s ideas ; and he was so little regard- 
ful of Chinese prejudices as to take one of the four-bearer chairs 
and leave the little one for Mr. Jamieson. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock has notified a new set of Pilot Recula- 
tions, which seem likely to meet the requirements of the service. 
The clause making the employment of pilots compulsory upon 
vessels, which pressed unfairly upon coast and river steamers, has 
been abolished. The Regulations are understood to have been ap- 
proved by the other treaty representatives, but have not yet been 
notified. 

The French policeman who shot a Chinaman in the country has 
been tried, and sentenced to three months’ imprisonment and a 
fine of 100 francs. A compensation of 200 dollars is to be given 
to the family of the deceased. The punishment awarded is the 
smallest laid down in the Code in cases where, through careless- 
less or other such cause, a loss of life has been occasioned. 

We have lately heard of one of the most ingenious instances of 
Chinese cheating that has perhaps ever been put upon record. One 
of the river steamers had occasion to purchase a few tons of coal 
from a native, and it was found, when they were put into the fur- 
nace, that they would not burn at all. Upon investigation it 
proved that they consisted of stones painted black. 

A correspondent writes to us from Tientsin, under date Dec. 1: 
—“The weather here is still mild, and the river free from icc.” 

The North Ching Herald says :—‘ One of the most feasible 
schemes that has yet been suggested for a railway in China is 
the construction of a line along the banks of the Grand Canal, 
from the Yangtze to Ching-cheang-pu, on the old bed of the Yel- 
low River. The district passed through is populous, the trafic 
along the canal immense, and the line could be constructed at a 
minimum of a cost. It is well known that the bed of the canal 
is in some places higher than the surrounding country, which is 
only saved from inundation by the solid banks which enclose its 
waters. These banks offer a ready-made road on which to lay the 
iron rails. Repairs to the embankment are necied in places ; and 
the promise to make these and to keep them in repair would be a 
trifling ‘consideration’ for a company to offer, to obtain the re- 
quired permission. They could even hold out a prospect of 
strengthening the bund by widening it ; for it is, at present, 
hardly broad enough to admit two lines of rail. ‘The boon to the 
inhabitants, of the embankment being thus entrusted to reliable 
hands, would be incalculable, and should, even in a Chinese mind, 
overrule any scruples as to injury to the boating trade likely to 
result from steam competition. Another point is, that the line in 
question would interfere with no property or graves. This, it will 
be remembered, was one objection raised by Prince Kung when 
H. B. M. Minister addressed him on the subject. A railway running 
straight across country, as railways would do, would level graves, 
upset houses, and generally disturb property to an extent which 
the Chinese mind feared to contemplate. Along the banks of 
the canal no such danger would exist ; the line would simply run 
along the top of a public bund, and would meet neither graves, 
houses, nor other obstruction in its course. It would be difficult 
to prove that even Feng-shuey would be disturbed.”

The guarantee of six thousand taels (Tis. 6,000) above referred 
to is likewise to be held liable, during its retention, for any further 
damages which the Superintendent of the Huai-Kuan Barrier may 
be proved to have occasioned in contravention of the Treaty. 

In connection with Chinkiang, the only difficulty experienced 
was in the peaceable occupation of certain premises rented by Mr. 
Taylor within the city walls. These have been duly made over to 
him, and a lease formally signed and recorded. 

This satisfactory solution of difficulties, which at one time as- 
sumed very serious proportions, is mainly due to the hearty co- 
operation of H.M.’s senior naval officer, but for whose energy in 
taking up the matter in the first instance, and perseverance in 
carrying it through to the end, a less happy result might have 
been looked for.

Whereas, we have received the instructions of their Excellen- 
cies the High Ministers for Foreign Trade Ma and Tseng, to adjust 
matters at Yangchow, we find that on the 22nd day of August, 
1868, evil disposed persons excited the people of Yangchow to 
enter the house rented by the British subject Taylor and others, 
and violently assault and plunder the inmates, so as to lead to 


; their eventual ejection from the premises; some of them in a 


seriously wounded condition, and whereas the local authorities 
were clearly guilty of having neglected to avert the evil in the 
first instance, it therefore became the duty of the high authorities, 
after clear examination into the circumstances, to order the 
degradation of the city officials, the condign punishment of the 
ringleaders, the grant of due compensation to the sufferers, the re- 
pair of the house, and the restoration of its former inmates, 

All this having been done as @ matter of simple justice, it now 
becomes our further duty to issue a public proclamation, and this 
proclamation is therefore issued for the purpose of making it 
clearly understood to all men, high and low, that British subjects 

ossess the liberty to enter the inner land for the pursuit of their 

lawful purposes, under a treaty granted by his most gracious Ma- 

F Rnipeoe and that any one who presumes to insult or 

annoy such persons, in any way, shall meet with condign punish- 

ment. Local authorities everwhere, moreover, are to see that they 

extend due protection to British subjects who may have occasion 
to appeal to them for assistance or redress, 

Let all tremblingly obey. 

A special proclamation issued on the 15th day of the tenth 
moon of the seventh year of T’ung-chib. 

(18th November, 1868.) 

On the payment of the six thousand taels mentioned in Mr. 
Medhurst’s notification the steamer Tung Che was released. It 
was found impossible to go up to Hwai-quan in consequerce of 
the rapid decrease of water in the Grand Canal ; but the goods last 
stopped were allowed to pass, and an apology was received from 
the Hoppo. Mr. Taylor is now in peaceable possession of his house 
at Yangchow. Mr. Medhurst returned to Shanghai on the Ist 
inst.; the /inaldo left Chinkiang on the 25th November, while 
the Hodney and Icarus are only waiting for spring tides to enable 
the former to come down in safety. The graduate K’o is believed , 
to be in Yangchow, where the yamen runners are seeking him, 
under the pretext of being unable to find his whereabouts. But 
as the Prefect and city magistrate will be deprived of their seals 
at the end of two months if they do not bring him to justice, this 
process cannot be continued longer than for that period. He hag 
already been sentenced in anticipation to banishment for life 
beyond the frontier. During the stay of the troops at Yangchow 
two parades were held on an extensive ground outside the West 
gate, to reach which the entire breadth of the city had to be 
traversed. Thousands of Chinese flocked to each spectacle, and 
expressed unbounded wonder at the rapidity of Snider firing, and 
the ease with which the Armstrung guus were manipulated. 

On the whole, the expedition has proved a marked success, and 
will no doubt leave a lasting impression on the native mind. I 
trust that something similar will take place at 'Takow, for which 
port the /2inaldo started on the 3rd inst. She took down Mr. 
Swinhoe, who, under express orders from Peking, is to attempt 
the diplomatic part of the proceedings. This part will, of course, 
as in Mr. Medhurst’s case, be merely the declaration of an ulti. 
matum, with an appeal to foree. The Takow people have com- 
mitted numerous outrages, which have evidently been inspired by 
the officials, The last of which I have heard was the burning of 
Dr. Maxwell’s house during his absence from home ; but this is 
merely one out of a long catalogue. Each year proves that the 
“gunboat round the corner” policy is the only policy likely to 
succeed in China ; we have nothing to expect from the honour 
and liberality of the nation. 

The event of the fortnight has been the annual dinner of the 
Sons of St. Andrew. But one criticism has been passed upon it— 
that the speeches were good, but the viands and wines abominable. 
Many persons actually ate nothing, and one indignant Scot wrote 
to the papers, complaining that he had on his return home at two 
o’clock in the morning to ring up his servants in order to get 
wherewithal to stay his hunger. The match between the Shan- 
ghai Rifle Club and the Rifle Association of Hong Kong and 
Yokohama,was completed on the 27th November. ‘the weather 
was very unfavourable, the first day being intensely cold, and the 
second blowing in gusts now from the right, now from the left. 
This will account for the smallness of the score. The eight com- 
petitors fired each ten shots at each range, the result being :—

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The North China branch of the Royal Asiatic Society have just 
concluded the purchase of an admirable and probably unique col 
lection of books on China, the property of Mr. Wylie, whose name, 
as agent in Shanghai for the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
is familiar to many of yourreaders, Mr. Wylie is about to return 
to England, and thus the Society have had the chance of securing 
his library, the privilege of access to which will, it is hoped, at- 
tract many new members to the Society's ranks. Much uneasiness 
was felt here about the fate of the James Shepherd, which sailed 
from London on the 9th June, with passengers and cargo, but I 
am happy to say she arrived safely at Wusung yesterday. The 
last steamer to the North for the season sailed on the 4th inst., and 
there is just a chance of her having to winter at Tientsin, as the 
cold weather is reported to he setting in with great severity. 

From Chefoo we still hear flourishing mining reports, but latterly 
the search for gold seems to be neglected in favour of lead. A 
lode of sixteen inches thick was struck some weeks ago, and a 
miner, who is said to have had much experience in Mexico, esti- 
mates the silver contained in it at 5 percent. Another party met 
with a specimen of ore, which. on analysis, proved to be a rich 
oxide of antimony associated with sulphurets of lead, iron, and 
zinc, but with hardly a trace of silver. It would appear, therefore, 
that the mineral wealth of the Chefoo fields is only now being for 
the first time learned. 

As to general matters it is rumoured that the Chinese Govern- 
ment are about to i ode several new ports, and’ that Mr. Swinhoe 
has been appointed by Sir Rutherford Alcock to visit the places 
mentioned and report upon their trading facilities. I fear, how- 
ever, that this indication of native advance is delusive. It is also 
said that the Imperial Government have decided upon taking 
active measures to suppress}piracy, andjthat to this end{two heavily 
armed gunboats of 5U0 tons burthen have been ordered from 
England. The Zitan, which is at present employed as a marine 
surveying vessel, has been armed with Armstrong guns, which 
formerly belonged to the Customs Artillery Corps. ‘This looks 
like business, but will probably end in smoke. 


THE LAST COOLIE TRAGEDY. 

The following interesting particulars concerning the mysterious 
coolie ship which recently arrived at Hakodadi, and which proves 
to be an American vessel called the Cayalti, have appeared in 
the Shanghai Recorder, that journal being indebted for them to 
the courtesy of the captain and officers of the U.S.8. Zroguois :-— 

There were forty-one Chinamen on board, who said that in 
October last year they were taken on board the Providenza, a 
coolie ship, at Macao, with some 300 others, and were taken to 
Callao, and there some forty-seven or forty-cight were trans- 
ferred to the Cayalti, the remaining two or three being put on 
board at Callao. This vessel cleared from that port on the 16th 
January of this year for Pascamayo and Cherepe, on the coast of 
Peru, the coolies being intended for the sugar plantations near 
these ports. They were all put into the main hold and kept there, 
their food being brought down to them by a Chinese cook. On 
the morning of the third day out they rose, threw off the hatches and 
assaulted the men on watch, four in number, with hatchets, spades, 
and other weapons. The mate was cut on the left shoulder with an 
axe; he attempted to shoot one of them with a revolver, but it 
missed fire. He then mortally wounded two of them witha knife, 
when the crowd rushing on him he was forced to jump overboard. 
Another European — it is not known what his position was on 
board—rushed into the cabin below and jumped through a stern 

ort into the water. Just above this port was the mark of a bloody 
head. from which it is conjectured that he was wounded. It was 
stated that the other two men who were on deck also jumped over- 
board, and that the Chinamen lowered a boat and despatched 
them with kuives while struggling in the water. On return they 
hoisted the boat, and an anchor was got up and brought to the gang- 
way. The other four men were during this time kept confined in 
the forecastle, and when the boat returned they were fastened to 
this anchor and thrown overboard. The Chinese cook interceded 
for the captain, who was then told that as he was a very good man 
they wouid spare his life if he would take them to China, to which 
he cousented. He is stated to have had two revolvers, with which 
he threatened the coolies, but on their telling him that if he shot 
any of them he would be killed, he abstained from using them. 
They stated that one Chinaman tell from aloft and was killed, and 
that cight others were killed in the fight. They say that the 
captain went into his cabin and brought out a great number of 

ieces of money and gave it to the seven or eight ringleaders, 
who distributed it in different proportions among all the Chinamen 
on board. 

After this, they say, they had very severe weather, and when 
about four months out they came to an island surrounded by 
ice, where the people were dressed in furs and rode in sledges 
drawu by dogs. ‘his is supposed to have been somewhere near 
the coast of Kamskatcha. ‘lhere they lost their anchor, during a 
gale, und were driven before the wind. The men said that they 
made a stay at that place for some three or four weeks, and that 
the captain was sent on shore, accompanied by the Chinese cook, 
who, as above-mentioned, had saved his life, in order to purchase 
provisions; and they added that neither of the two had returned, 
the captain having taken this opportunity to effect his escape. The 
details connected with this part of the subject are not clear, some 
of the men saying that a note was sent off to the captain from on 
shore, but two witnesses, whose statement was very distinct, de- 
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clared that the captain had himself told some of the men from on 
board, who had gone on shore to induce him to come back, that 
he would not return. The men were in possession of hoods, fur 
robes, and other articles, evidently purchased in the icy regions ; 
and some of the copper was off the vessel, but, strange to say, she 
did not make any water. 

After losing their anchor and being driven out to sea, they made 
their way to Volcano Bay, to the north of Hakodadi, having in 
the mean time visited some islands, where they purchased provi- 
sions. After arriving in Volcano Bay they waited about for 
some two wecks, when they got two Japanese pilots to take them 
into Hakvdadi. The ship coming into port without any colours, 
was immediately boarded by the Consular authorities, and as no 
papers could be found she was handed over to the Japanese, by 
whom she was taken in charge and moored. The story that the 
Chinese gave at first was, that after being out for some time they 
were left below without food, and, after standing hunger for three 
days, they came on deck and found that everyone was gone. The 
coolies are at present in prison at Hakodadi, and the matter awaits 
the action of the United States authorities. 

It is worthy of note that the names on the crew-list were all 
Spanish ; and it is presumable that the mutiny probably took 
P ace in some degree in consequence of this fact. It was stated 

y the Captain of the Portuguese ship Do!lares Urgarte, before the 
Court at Macao, that when the Cayalti left Callao she took with 
her about 15,000 dols. in specie. 


THE BURLINGHAME MISSION. 

The Supreme Court and Consular Gazette of Dec. 5 has the fol- 
lowing article :— 

After the Treaty of Tientsin had been concluded and ratified 
the various foreign representatives at Peking soon found it de- 
sirable to lay out some line of policy which would be effective in 
forcing the Chinese to act up to the stipulations agreed to in that 
instrument. At a very early period a disposition to evade the 
treaty provisions became manifest ; and it also became clear that, 
unless great care and vigilance were used, the privileges which 
had been granted to foreign nations would soon be rendered of 
little or no effect. Under such circumstances, it was obvious that 
combined action on the part of the foreign representatives was 
not only desirable, but almost essential to the maintenance of our 
treaty rights. A policy of co-operation thus naturally sprang up, 
and, until recently, was strictly adhered to in all measures 
of any importance affecting foreign interests. The atti- 
tude adopted by the foreign representatives was, however, 
always of a conciliatory and friendly nature. They had no de- 
sire to appear before the Chinese as a hostile phalanx, against 
which it was necessary carefully to guard ; but were content 
rather to take the position of a friendly council, willing to discuss 
all the bearings of the various measures which from time to time 
it was desirable to adopt ; and anxious to obtain the views and to 
respect the wishes of the Chinese authorities, so far as these were 
compatible with the reasonable maintenance of the rights which 
had been conceded by treaty, and which were essential to the 
simple but important object of being able to conduct our trade 
without unreasonable restrictions and prohibitions. With the 
fact before them, that in the course of a be years the whole of the 
treaty would become a subject for reconsideration and readjust- 
ment, it was naturally considered undesirable to stand very firmly 
upon points of minor importance; and no desire was shown to do 
otherwise than to give the utmost consideration to all reasonable 
requests made by the Chinese authorities. 

p toa certain point there appeared every reason to believe 
that this plan of action would be productive of satisfactory re- 
sults ; that it would give the Chinese time to discover the means 
of carrying out the obligations which they had contracted towards 
the Western Powers, and enable the latter to further their trade 
with the country in such a way as would be conducive to the in- 
terests no less of China herself than of foreign nations. 

Such, briefly, was the scope and aim of the co-operative policy, 
which, it will be seen, originated from the nature of the circum- 
stances themselves, and was not exclusively an idea of the Hon. 
Mr. Burlinghame, although, no doubt, that gentleman was much 
identified with it, and, in from time to time giving advice to the 
Chinese, he succeeded, while he was still Minister for the United 
States, in showing himself capable of taking such comprehensive 
views of Chinese questions, as to command on their part so much 
esteem and respect as ultimately resulted in his being appointed 
their Ambassador to foreign nations. 

While matters were thus going on two ideas seem to have oc- 
curred to the Chinese officials. First, that they would do well by 
obtaining advice from foreigners, and secondly, that they would 
do better by being advised by people in their own employ than, 
as hitherto, by consulting only with the foreign Ministers. Not 
content with reasonable and fair concessions, they gradually be- 
came desirous to pare down the provisions of the treaty, so that 
the whole advantage might be upon their side; that, while we 
afforded them a large Customs’ revenue, aided them in the main- 
tenance of order, and were of service in many other ways, they 
might indefinitely put off taking any steps towards removing the 
various obstructions to our trade. 

The requests made by the Chinese gredually increased in ex- 
tent and importance, until it became clear to them that they were 
not likely to obtain the countenance and bil arly ofsthe foreign 
Ministers in their attempts to stretch every doubtful or difficult 
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point ia their favour; and it was thus that the aid of Mr. Hart 
was called in, and that three or four years ago we discovered 
that his visits to the capital were becoming more frequent, and 
pow find that they have culminated in his taking up his resi- 
dence permanently at Peking, and there establishing the hcad- 
uarters of what still goes by the name of the Inspectorate of 
ustoms. es 

The Hon. Anson Burlinghame, late United States Minister, 
seems to have aided in no small degree in fostering the line of 
action which has led to the present state of affairs. That the 
Chinese should have chosen him as their ambassador for the pur- 

3 of carrying out a retrogressive policy shows that they had 
Soil confidence that his views and wishes were in accordance with 
their own. In leaning thus towards the Chinese, it is probable 
that he was not altogether acting in opposition to the views of his 
Government, who, for reasons whose policy we find it difficult to 
understand, appear to be willing to uphold the Chinese Govern- 
ment in measures which are clearly opposed to the interests of 
progress, but which, it seems to be imagined, will tend to the sta- 

ility of the present ruling Powers. In the new Treaty between 
this country and the United States the strange spectacle is pre- 
sented of a great and advanced nation joining hand in hand with 
an obstructive and excludive country, in measures distinctly de- 
signed to stay the march of progress and civilisation, the desire 
seeming to be to keep up the present state of things, however de- 
fective, as long as it is possible to do so. 

These various circumstances have all combined to make the 
Chinese authorities disposed to listen to foreign advisers, and to 
seek such aid in the management of their affairs ; and it is impos- 
sible not to believe that the inspectorate now rising up at Peking 
is designed to be something very different to what was intended 
by the Inspectorship of Maritime Customs. 





HONG KONG. 

The present mail left Hong Kong on the 15th December. The 
outward French mail of Oct. 18 was received on the 30th Novem- 
ber, and the succeeding English mail of Oct. 23 (with London 
telegrams to Nov. 13) on the 5th December. The news received 
by this opportunity contains more features of interest than for 
many months past. 

The China Mail furnishes the following item of news :—The 
occurrences of the past fortnight have not comprised any incident 
of startling interest. A rifle match has been fired between the 
Rifle Clubs of Hong Kong, Shanghai, and Yokohama—7 rounds at 
200, 400, and 600 yards. The first scored a total of 533 ; the se- 
cond, 481; the third, 589. The Yokohama Club is therefore the 
winner. The weather in Hong Kong was very unfavourable for 
practice. A cricket match was played last week between two 
elevens drawn from the 73rd Regiment and from the Hong Kong 
Cricket Club ; it was won by the former who sccred a total of 193 
against their opponents’ 164. His Excellency Sir Richard Mac- 
Donnell and Lady MacDonnell have returned from their northern 
trip. While at Shanghai, his Excellency was invited to the St. 
Andrew’s dinner. 

In the police court Mr. E. A. Vaucher appeared on a summons, 
at the instance of Mr. Marty, administrator of the estate of the 
late Mr. Garretta. Mr. Francis Ae Mr. Gaskell’s behalf) appeared 
for Mr. Marty, and asked Mr. May to adjourn the hearing for a 
week. Mr. May said, all parties agreeing, he would accede to the 
application. Mr. Vaucher was called upon to enter upon his own 
recognisance in the sum of 1,000 dols., and the summons was ac- 
cordingly ordered to stand over till the 15th December.—The pro- 
ceedings are understood to have relation to the expenditure by 
Mr. Vaucher of certain trust moneys belonging to Garretta’s estate. 

The cup subscribed for and prepared by the Chinese residents 
for presentation to the Hon. W. T. Mercer, lately Acting Governor 
and Colonial Secretary of Hong Kong, is now on exhibition at the 
premises of Lee Ching, Queen’s-road. It is one of the most mas- 
sive and handsome pieces of silver plate ever made by the Chinese, 
and will be a magnificent ornament to the recipient’s drawing- 
room. It is thoroughly Chinese in workmanship and in design, 
and stands over two feet high, is nearly a foot and a-half broad, 
and is four feet in circumference round the outer edge. Standing 
upon three gorgon-like massive claw-feet, the bowl is beautifully 
traced with carvings of Chinese scenes, executed in characteristic 
Chinese style, while on one side is neatly cut the following Eng- 
lish inscription :—“ Presented to W. T. Mercer, Esquire, by Kwok 
Acheung, Cheung Ashau, Wo Hang, Tso Tak, and other Chinese 
residents of Hong Kong, 1868—‘ Long shall we remember you 
He wenlel sun; your ocean-like kindness constantly bene-

On the opposite side this inscription is as neatly engraved in 
Chinese, with the addition of a fow of the donors’ mauase att given 
on the English side. The contributors number, we believe, three 
times seven ; and§whether or not there be luck in odd numbers, 
their appreciation of Mr. Mercer’s many good qualities has taken 
& very graceful form. Of the value of this fine piece of silver 
the metal weighs 310 dollars, while altogether the cup has cost 
650 dollars. One of the finest features of this presentation plate 
is the head-piece which forms the lid; it is composed of three 
dragons, whose coils (in frosted silver) form the body of the bowl- 
cover ; the three heads give an elegant finish to the upper part, 
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the central and largest dragon head being the centre piece. We 
understand that the cup will be open to view until the departure 
of the next mail. 

We much regret to learn that the Gnat, a composite twin-screw 
gunvessel similar to the Dwarf, was wrecked on the shoals off the 
8.W. part of tho Island of Balabac, in the Palawan group, on the 
15th November last. Commander Theobald sent Acting-Licutenant 
Kelham (in a ship’s boat, we presume) to Iloilo, Island of Parray, 
one of the South Philippine group, a distance of about 300 miles. 
Lieutenant Kelham has chartered the Spanish merchant steamer 
Sud Ouest, and has gone to pick up Commander Theobald and the 
crew. No mention is made of loss of life, or of the possibility of 
saving the vessel ; Lieutenant Kelham hopes to arrive at Manila 
in the Sud Ouest about the 15th December. The Leven sailed for 
Manila last night (Dec. 14). 

Leon Boerbon, formerly propria of the Argus Hotel, dropped 
down and died very suddenly on the Ist, about eight o’clock, while 
ona visit to a friend resident in Queen’s Road. Disease of the 
heart is said to have been the cause of death ; and as the evidence 
of qualified medical attendance was in due form, no inquest was 
deemed advisable. 

We understand that the police have been on the alert lately 
for the purpose of discovering the whereabouts of a Chinese mill- 
tary officer, of the rank of Major, who was believed to bave ab- 
sconded to this colony after committing a most cold-blooded 
murder on one of his own subordinates at Canton. The man has 
not yet been discovered, in so far as we are informed. 

A’ contributor to Wotes and Queries on China and Japan for 
November communicates the following paragraph on executions 
in Hong Kong :—“ The somewhat ghastly account which a Hong 
Kong journal gave of the last execution here induces me to sta) 
as a scientific fact, and not wholly uninteresting to the readers 0 
Notes and Queries, that of all the pirates and murderers hung in 
this colony, at any rate for the last three years, not one has been 
found to have had the neck broken. The medical man, who gave 
the information to the journal referred to at the last execution, 
hardly spoke with usua iproseenns" caution, for I may state, on 
the best authority, that the sufferer, though an unusually tall and 
heavy man, was found on dissection to have the odontoid process 
completely in its natural position. I imagine that this is not to 
be attributed to any anatomical peculiarity attaching to the 
Chinese, but rather that the common theory of the cause of death 
in hanging is erroneous.” 

At the annual meeting of the China Traders Insurance Com- 
pany, held on the 7th Dec., the report showed 35,000 dols. to be 
carried to reserve fund; 35,000 dols. to be divided pro rata 
amongst contributing shareholders, and a general dividend of 350 
dols. per share. 

At a meeting of the Hong Kong Fire Insurance Company it 
was resolved to pay a dividend of 300 dols. per share from exist- 
ing funds ; to wind up the present company on the 31st December, 
1868 ; and to reconstitute the company on Jan. 1, 1868, and re- 
gister it under the Limited Liability Act. 

An important meeting of the Hong Kong Chamber of Com- 
merce took place on the 14th Dec., an account of which will be 
found below. 

The China Overland Trade Report says :—It is rumoured that 
some changes have taken place in the gambling farm, the old com- 
pany having thrown up the speculation with the hope of inducing 
the governor to lower the monthly fee, but the ruse, for such it 
was, proved unsuccessful, aud a new bid was immediately accepted 
from Wo-hang, a native merchant of position among the Chinese, 
of reputed wealth, and well-known to the foreign community. 
The farmer comes into possession to-day, the 15th Dec., and it is 
understood that he pays slightly under 18,000 dols. a month for 
the monopoly. 

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

The half-yearly genera) meeting of the Hong Kong General 
Chamber of Commerce was held on Dec. 15th. ent, Messrs. 
Helland (vice-chairman, presiding), 8. D. Sassoon, E. R. Belilios, 
V. Kresser, J. F. Buxey, W. J. Bryans, J. P. Duncanson, C. M. 
Bosman, A. Zimmern, Ht. Delbanco, J. Arnhold, W. N. Olmsted, 
and W. Kaye. 

The Chairman said it was with pleasure he saw so many mem- 
bers present on this occasion, and he supposed that the able re- 
marks of the Daily Press of that morning hed stirred up their 
consciences. This was the second time that the meeting was 
called for, the first notice not being sufficient. The business was 
very limited, the passing of the report drawn up by the committee 
beng all which was before them ; and he would be happy to hear 
anything which members might wish to add to or diiaiaish from the 
said document. The chairman then read the report, which was 
exceedingly short. 

Mr. Belilios here rose, and addressed the Chamber regarding & 
paragraph in the report in reference to opium revenue levied by 
the Chinese Government. He said he was disappointed to find 
that the Chamber’s Committee had not looked upon themselves as 
identified with those members more nearly connected with the 
opium trade. Many gentlemen closely connected with that trade 
were members of the Chamber, and, in justice to them, the Com- 
mittee ought to have taken up the matter of the opium squeezes 
with more energy than had been done. He would therefore pro- 
pose that one of the opium merchants should be requested to take 
counsel with the Committee, in order that something should be 
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done in the matter. They ought to contend for the freedom of 
the port ; the subject of whether or not the levy was increased or 
decreased was a secondary consideration. And they ought not to 
allow Chinese cruisers to annoy the trade, and the Chinese Go- 
vernment to place Custum-houses where the junks of this port 
were bound to pass. If they gave the Chinese an inch, they 
would soon have a yard; and without a European inspectorate, 
who could tell what the mandarins would not do? ‘They thus 
gave the Chinese unlimited authority to do what they liked, and 
the natives would levy duties upon shirtings as well as opium, if 
they chose. 

he Chairman replied that the subject of the alleged opium 
squeezes had been fully considered by the committee ; and on re- 
ference to the treaty it was found that the Chinese had reserved 
to themselves the right, the distinct right, of increasing or dimi- 
nishing the duty on opium. (Here the chairman read the 1st 
clause of rule 5th of rules respecting trade and dues, by which 
transit dues are regulated.) 

Mr. Belilios : But we must defend the freedom of the port. 

The Chairman continued to say that they had done so. An 
attempt had been made to establish a sort of custom-house in this 
colony, which lad been met by the strongest measures on the part 
of the authorities. The man who was to have acted disappeared, 
else he would have most certainly been flogged publicly through 
the strects of lung Kong. 

Mr. Belilios said that such%audacity as had been shown by the 
Ohinese was unprecedented, aud had never been found in any na- 
tion before. Hong Kong was not a free port at present. We did 
not allow our own Government to levy duties on anything it 
chose ; but the Chinese cruisers were allowed to do so at our very 
doors. The article read by the chairman applied only to goods 
after landing in Chinese territory ; and the Chinese, the speaker 
said, were blockading our port. 

The Chairman: Not now, so far as I believe. 
has been exploded. 

Mr. Belilios insisted that the levies were in existence at the 
present moment. 

The Chairman remarked that if they only applied to opium the 
Chamber had no right to interfere. 

_ Mr. Belilios was certain that the spirit of the treaty was never 
intended to convey an allowance of such acts. They ought now 
to try to defend the freedom of the port. 

The Chairman again said that the attempted fixture of a house 
at this port had been frustrated. 

Mr. Belilios again observed that levying without European in- 
spectors was an unparallelled piece of audacity. 

The Chairman admitted that so far, and said 
had been treated as such by the authorities. 
anything to put to the meeting ? 

- Belilios then proposed that the subject be considered by the 
Chamber, and that one of those more intimately connected with 
the opium trade should assist the committee. 

Mr. Buxey seconded the proposition. 

Mr. Bosman said that the rule read by the Chairman applied 
to transit dues only, and not to other dues, A junk going from 
this port to Cambodia had to pass the Chinese Custom-house out- 
side and pay dues there levied ; and that surely interfered with 
the trade of the colony. There was nothing in the treaty to jus- 
tify this, and as a Chamber of Commerce, they ought to deal with 
the question. He would suggest that the paragraph in the draft 
of report be struck out, and the question be reconsidered. 

Mr. Sassoon said it would be much better to strike it out alto- 
gether, as it would do injury to the opium trade to pass over such 
® question lightly. They should say to the Chinese that they 
wouid fight them if unjust dues were levied. 

_ It was then unanimously carried to delete the paragraph refer- 
Ting to the establishment of Custom-houses, and the report of the 
committee was thereupon passed. Jt is as follows :— 

“The committee have but little to bring betore the meeting on 
the present occasion. The following suljects arc those which have 
Oome under their consideration :— 

“ Correspondence betucen Mr. Hart, Inspector-General of Custome at 
Peking, and this Chamber. 

“In the appendix will be found copies of a letter received from 
Mr. Hart, Inspector-General of Customs, and the reply of this 
Chamber. Hong Kong being a British colony and a free port, the 
working of the Chinese Customs Department does not much inter- 
fere with business here ; still Mr. Hart’s letter expressed his wil- 
lingness at all times to meet the views of the representatives of 
mercantile bodies with regard to the just administration of the 
Revenue Departments all over the Empire ; and it is hoped this 
friendly relationship between the head of the Foreign Inspectors 
of Customs and the different mercantile communities in China 
will lead to results conducive to the public good. 

“Changes in the Dates and Hours of Departure of Mails.

“ Funda of the Chamber. 
“The accounts of the Chamber for the past half-year have been 
audited by Messrs. Riddell and Nelson, and are annexed hereto. 
It will be seen that there is a balance against the Chamber of 
478 dols. 93c, against which, however, subscriptions to the Cham- 
ber circulars up to date have yet to be collected, amounting to 
350 dols. ‘The other funds of the Chamber, 10,0C0 dols., remain 
on deposit in the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation, 
and Chartered Mercantile Dank of India, London, and China.” 

On the Chairman remarking that this was the business of the 
meeting, it was observed by some members that the resolution cf 
Mr. Belilios had to be disposed of. 

The Chairman said that this mecting was called for the adoption 
of the report only. 

Mr. Delbanco remarked that he did not see that any strictly 
legal interpretation should be given as to what was to be decided ; 
and if an important question was raised, such as the present, some- 
thing should be done. 

The Chairman replied that it was very easy for those to talk so 
who had not the trouble attached to such matters, but there had 
been very little desire shown to do anything upon any matter 
touching the trade of the colony; and two meetings had to be 
called before anything could be done. The position of member of 
committee was a most thankless and ungrateful one. Perhaps Mr. 
Ue banke would join the committee, and then something might be 

one. 

Mr. Delbanco: No, no; I beg your pardon. You might then 
speak of winding up the Chamber altogether. But when a sub- 
ject of importance arises it ought to be dealt with; and the 
members, he was sure, had the greatest confidence in the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Bryans said that the meeting was one at which anything 
could be discussed. The Chamber at Shanghai had discussed the 
measurements and Chinese clothing; and it was an argument in 
favour of doing so that a large meeting, so difficult to get up, was 
now gathered together. 

Mr. Bosman had no doubt that the duties of the Committee 
were very arduous, judging from the report. (Laughter.) He had 
one suggestion to make, viz., that something should be done in 
obtaining the privilege of posting letters on board the French 
packets up to the time of departure, the same as they did on board 
the P. and O. steamers. He understood that it was only a little 
matter of delicacy between the French mail-agent and the Post- 
master (which no doubt could be arranged), which prevented it at 
present. 

The Chairman said that was a very good suggestion. 

Mr. Belilios’ motion as to the opium was then put to the mect- 
ing. It is as follows :—“ That the Chamber should take cogni- 
sance of the extra squeezes that are now being levied by the 
Chinese Government under the guise of tax they are entitled to 
according to the treaty ; and that, in doing so, the committee be 
requested to ask the assistance of one or two members who are con- 
need with the opium trade, who may point out means to remedy 
the evil.” 

The Chairman thought that special committee ought to be 
appointed to consider the question ; but he was afraid that the 
resolution did not meet the case, because the Chamber had already 
taken cognisance of the opium question. 

Mr. Sassoon said that no steps had been taken by the Chamber ; 
the Governor had been’memorialised by the community, but the 
Chamber had done nothing. 

Mr. Kresser spoke favourably of the motion. 

Mr. Bryans rather considered that the Chamber was assuming 
that there was an evil to remedy before they had proof that the 
evil existed. If the duties alluded to were not levied in violation 
of the treaty, then there was no evil to remedy ; nor was there 
any evil if the levying of those duties had ceased. They could only 
remonstrate. 

Mr. Bosman assured the Chamber that the levy had not ceased, 
for he saw it yesterday, when seven or eight war junks and one or 
two cruisers were overhauling outgoing junks a few miles outside. 

The motion having been put by the Chairman, was duly carried. 

Mr. Sassoon next proposed that, as the former Parsee member 
of committee had gone away, another Parsee gentleman ought to 
be placed upon the committce to represent Parsec interests. He 
would Peskin Mr. Buxey. 

Mr. Bryans seconded the proposition, and it was duly carried. 

Mr. Bosman then proposed :—“ That the committee take into 
consideration the advisability of the necessary arrangements being 
made for posting letters on board the French packets up till the 
time of departure of the steamers, as is now done on board the P. 
and O. steamers, and address the authorities on the subject. 

The resolution, having been seconded by Mr. Bryans, was unani- 
mously carried ; and the Chamber adjourned, after passing a vote 
of thanks to its vice-chairman for presiding. 5

The third ordinary meeting of shareholders in this company 
was held at the office of the general agents, Hong Kong :— 

Present :—Messrs. Helland (in the chair), G. Heard, A. Heard, 
Viscount de Cercal, Messrs. (Hon.) Taylor, Kaye, Delbanco, Mel- 
lish, Olmsted, Captain Sands, Duncanson, Da Costa, Chaindler, 
and Shung. 

The following is the printed report of the committee :— 

“The committee have now the pleasure of waiting upon the 
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shareholders with a report of the working of the company during 
the past twelve months. 

“The amount of premium collected in Hong Kong and China, 
between the Ist of November, 1867, and the 31st October, 1868, 
and the amount collected at the foreign agencies within that 
period, of which the general agents have received advice, after de- 
ducting all sums paid as bonus and commissions and adding in- 
terest, amounts to 320,010 dols. 22c, The outstanding averages 
and claims not yet settled amount to 39,689 dols. 53c. (it is ex- 
pected that this item may be somewhat reduced). The annexed 
accounts have been audited by Mr. J. 13. Taylor and Mr. E. Del- 
banco, the last-named gentleman having been appointed to take 
the vacancy caused by Mr. William Kaye having joined the com- 
mittee. In accordance with the articles of association, the meet- 
ing will have to elect auditors for the coming year; Mr. Taylor 
has resigned, and Mr. M. P. Jukes has offered himself for election. 

“Tt will be seen from these accounts that after carrying for- 
ward to the next year’s accounts 20,000 dols. for premia received 
in respect of risks taken before October 31st, but not yet termi- 
nated, and after carrying forward dols. 39,689.53 to suspense ac- 
count, to meet unsettled claims put forward, and writing off 
dols. 1,856.04 from preliminary expenses, there remains a balance 
to the credit of profit and loss account, in respect of transactions 
already closed, of 140,000 dols.,, and the committee recommend 
that this sum be declared available for distribution as profits of 
the company for the year. 

“The apportionment of this sum, if appropriated as being so 
distributabie, will under the 132nd clause of the articles of asso- 
ciation be as follows :—the sum of 35,000 dols. to be carried to the 
reserve fund and invested by the committee ; the sum of 35,000 
dols. to be divided pro rata among contributing shareholders, and 
the sum of 70,000 dols. or 350 dols. per share to be paid to share- 
holders as general dividend. 

_ “In accordance with the 86th clause of the articles of associa- 
tion, two members of the present committee (Mr. Helland and 
Mr. Kaye) retire from office at this meeting, but being eligible, 
offer themselves for re-election. 

“Hong Kong, December 3rd, 1868.” 

The Chairman having proposed, and Mr. Mellish having se- 
conded the adoption of the report, the same was unanimously 
carried by the meeting. 

Mr. Kaye proposed that Mr. Delbanco be re-elected, and Mr. 
Jukes elected, as auditors for next year ; which, being seconded by 
the Hon. J. B. Taylor was unanimously approved. 

It was then proposed by Viscount de Cercal, and seconded by 
Mr. G. Heard, that the retiring directors should be re-elected. 

The Chairman then congratulated the members on the satisfac- 
tory termination of the business of the year, and expressed a hope 
that the future years would be similarly successful. 

The meeting then terminated.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates from this port are to the 22nd Dec. The English mail 
of Nov. 6 arrived out on the 10th Dec., and thefFrench mail of the 
18th Nov. on the 2ist Dec. The latest telegraphic news received 
from London was dated Dec. 8. The following is the Straits Times 
summary of news :— 

H. M.’s troop steamship Himalaya sailed for Hong Kong on 
the 8th Dec. with the 75th Regiment on board. 

The Ocean Steam Company’s steamer Ajer arrived here from 
Hong Kong on the 14th Dec., and after taking in a considerable 
amount of Singapore produce, about 2,000 tons, sailed for home 
at noon on the 19th instant. She looks none the worse for her 
involuntary dive into the Shanghai river. 

H.M.S. Samis, with Vice-Admiral the Hon. Sir Harry Keppel 
rua Keppel on board, sailed for China on the morning of the 

th Dec. 

During the past fortnight very little has occurred which calls 
for particular notice, or which possesses any interest to any one 
unacquainted with local questions or events. 

The Municipal Commissioners have published an estimate of the 
municipal revenue and expenditure for the next year, from which 
it appears that a deficit of some 22,000 dols. is anticipated. This 
is somewhat ominous when we consider the questions of the 
watcrworks and drainage. 

Some Ifoey disturbances of the peace have marked the fort- 
night, but they have been of no consequence and have been easily 
quited by the police. 

The area ot the colony, according to the Penang papers, has 
been recently increased by the rediscovery (mark the word) of 
_ several islands, yclept Dindings, off the Perak coast, which are 

now to be forthwith colonised, being found suitable for sugar canes 
and other produce. 

The Governor continues at Penang, and no political news is 
stirring, except rumours as to official changes, which would ap- 
pear to be the following up of the first blow at the old Indian 
officials in Mr. Maxwell’s case. Another Indian official of long 
service and considerable ability is to be pitchforked a step or two 
down the ladder in order to make room for uit homme nouveau, 
Suchi the rumour, and the manner of doing it—by replacing 
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SSS SS. 
one Indian official by another who vacates his place for the new 
man—must he confessed to be a master-stroke of ingenuity, if it 
were not so glaring as to look almost stupid. 

At the last moment, while going to press, we learn that the Le- 
gislative Council was closed on the 19th inst.in Penang, and we have 
been favoured with a copy of the Governor's speech. It recounts the 
legislative labours of the session, and with regard to finance, says 
ominously that “ the Auditor-General’s flourishing surplus will pos- 
sibly be reduced on the settlement of certain outstanding accounts 
with the late Government.” We omitted to mentin that the ab- 
stract of revenue and expenditure for the quarter ending 30th Sept. 
has been published. e find that the surplus of revenue from 
1st April, 1867, to 30th September, 1868, is some 80,000 dols. odd, 
while the loans amount to some 97,000 dols. odd. This is sup- 
posing the Indian Government pays up all debited to it, and in- 
cludes only partially Government House, and does not include the 
new steamer. Where will the colony be if the Indian Government 
insists upon repudiation ? 

Advices from Penang inform us that the good people there are 
getting apne addresses, European and native, to their late regis- 
trar, Mr. Maxwell, sympathising with him on the injustice done 
him by the Duke of Buckingham and Chandos. The Guzette will 
have it that his Grace in his action in the mattcr has gone clean 
against the sacred rules and regulations of the Colonial service ; 
that his summary dismissal is contrary to all precedent—is not 
only unnecessarily harsh and unjust, but quite illegal and «tra 
vires,

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

Yokouama.—A slight show of activity in the begiuning of the fort- 
night soon died out, and the arrival of the J. C. Munro and Star of the 
East from London, with general cargoes, bad reduced the market to cmplete 
stagnation. Cessation of native business on account of the Mikadu's visié 
to Yedo is also thought to have assisted this effect. The current quotations 
were as follows:—Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16 to 24, $47 to 48 per picul ; 28 to 
32, $50 to 51; Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs., $2.45 to 2.50 per piece; 8.4 to 8.8 
Ibs., $3 to 3.10. T-Cloths, $1.90 to 2.40; Camlets, 8., $16 to 17 per piece; 
SS., $14.50 to 15; Cloth, Broad, $1.50 to 2 per yard; Medium, €1 to 
1.75; Blankets $0.80 to $0.90 per Ib. ; Iron, Nail Rod, $3.10 to 3.40 per 
picul; Hoop, $4.25 to 4.50; Lead, $7.50 to 8. 

Tiexts1x.—The market for Piece Goods was firm. Grey Shirtings were 
quoted—8} Ibs., Tls, 2.2.8 ; White Shirtings, 64 reed, Ts. 2.3.5. T-Cloths 
were quiet. 

Suancuar.—Cottons: A very small business had been transacted 
throughout the fortnight, partly owing to the closing of the Northern 
trade for the season and to the limited stocks of Plain Cottcns. Grey 
Shirtings had met with purchasers at Tls. 2.1.5 to 2.1.9 for &} Ibs., and 
Tls. 2.0.2 to 2.0.5 for 7 Ibs., which latter were scarce. White Shirtings 
had been dealt in to a small extent, as also T-Cloths and Drills. Fancy 
Cottons continued dull of sale, at low prices. Woollens and Worsteds, 
although very cheap, attracted no attention. Coals: No arrivals of im- 
portance had added to the stocks during the fortnight, and the market 
had been quict, with prices not materially changed. The arrivals had 
been :—From Great Britain, 1,160 tons; from America, 369 tons; from 
Australia, 2,15 tons; from Japan, 350 tons—in all, 4,029 tons, of which 
1,460 tons were to order. Quotations:—G. E. Grey Shirtings, 7 Ibs., 
Tis. 2.0.3 to 2.0.7; 8} Ibs, to 8$ Ibs., Tis. 2.1.5 to 2.1.9; GE. White 
Shirtings, Tls. 1.9.5 to 3; T-Cloths, Tls, 1.4.0 to 2.4.5; Iron, Nail Rod, 
Tis. 1.9.5 to 2; Fair to Good Assorted, Tls. 2.1.5 to 2.5.0; Hoop, Tls. 
1.8.0 to 2; Flat and Round, Tls. 2.4.5 to 2.5.0; Lead, Tls. 5.5.7 to 6 ; 
Tin Plates, Tls. 4.3.0 to 4.8.0. 

Wankow.—The market for piece goods had been dull, ard prices for 
many descriptions had declined. Grey Shirtings had been sold at 
Tis, 2.1.4 to 2.2.0 for 8} Ibs. and Tls.2 to 2.0.5 for 71lbs. Whito 
Shirtings, 64 to 66 reed, and drills had been in moderate request. 
T-Cloths were lower five candareens to one mace, and at this dvciine sales 
to some extent had been effected. Fancy cottons had been little inyuired 
for. Woollens and Worsteds : The demand for these goods had been small, 
and in most instances quotations were lower. Lead: Durchases had been 
made at Tis. 6.4.0 to Tls. 6.5.5 per picul. 

Foocnow.—The business done during the interval had comprised 1,100 
pieces 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings at £2.95 per piece, 250 pieces Turkey Red 
Shirtings at $3.20 per piece, and 350 piculs Lead at {8 per picul (against 
tea). 

hose Koxa.—The following is from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.'s Cir- 
cular, dated Dec. 14:—Trade generally is very dull and dragging, and 
the prospects for any improvement are still very remote. Cctton Yarn: 
There is a rather better feeling in the markct, and holders are demanding 
slightly higher rates for Nos. 16 to 24, but dealers, though helding only 
limited stocks, are very unwilling to respond, and but a very small busi- 
ness has been done. The higher numbers are unchanged in value. Piece 
Goods: The business done has been very unsatisfactory, being limited in 
extent, and at prices in favour of buyers, some importers showing them- 
selves desirous to sell, but the generality of holders are asking prices 
much over quotations, knowing that dealers are carrying very light stocks, 
and anticipating an improvement in the market after the China New 
year. Daring the early part of the fortnight no sales were reported, but 
latterly small parcels of Grey Shirtings and T-Cloths have been quitted, 
and within a few days past one lot of 24,000 pieces 8.4 Ib. Grey Shirtings 
has been placed at $2.65, 10 weeks prompt. As evidencing the presen 
condition uf the market, and the native views as to its future, we would 
remark that only a few thousand pieces of this parcel were taken by @ 
dealer, the balance being divided amongst several compradores in the em~- 
ploy of foreigners. The northern trade being over fer the season, there 
are no buyers of American Cottons or English and Dutch imitations, and 
quotations are entirely nominal. The sale of Datch Drills reported was 
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Made of guvus to wrive two montts hence. Woollens: All descriptions 
share in the general depression, excepting Blankets and Lastings, which 
maintain their former values, stocks being comparatively light. Sales of 
the Jatter cannot be effected at the moment, dealers being occupied in 
working off their former large purchases, Metals: Iron of all kinds is 
very firm. Thv recent advance in Lead has been partially lost, additions 
having been made to stocks, and further supplies being shortly expected. 
Tin is steady. Tin Plates easier. Quicksilver is quite neglected and very 
weak, Coal: Receipts aggregate 1,770 tons Welsh, and 5,155 tons 
Australian (about half to consumers). Sales have been 460 tons Welsh 
at $11.25 and 500 do. Australian at $7.25, both parcels ex ship. Gin- 
seng: There is no change to note. The demand is still slack, but 
holders continue fairly ficm. Sales have been 33 casks fine Crude at 
$141, and 17 do. at $120 to 130 per picul. The current quotations 
were as follows:—Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16-24, per picul, $115 to 122.50; 
Nos. 28-32, $130 to 145; Nos. 38-42, $147.50 to 155. Grey Shirtings, 
7 to 7% lbs. per piece, $2.40 to 2.37; 8 to 83 Ibs., $2.65 to 2.80. 
White Shirtings, $2.35 to 4. Spanish Stripes, per yard, $1.02 to 1;

Yoxouama.—There had been a fairly active demand for tea during the 
fortnight, and settlements were computed to be about 8,000 piculs, princi- 
pally for America, and consisting of most grades. Prices generally were 
easier, and late purchases had been made at slightly reduced rates ; supplies 
bad not been in excess of the demand, stocks therefore remained with little 
change. Quotations :—Common, $18 to 21 per picul; good common, $22 
to 23; medium, $24 to 26; good medium, $27 to 29; fine, $30 to 84; 
finest, $35 to 40; choice, nominal. 

Suancuai.—Black: This market had remained firm during the fort- 
night, and a fair business had been done for the period of the season. 
Settlements were 5,188 chests, nearly all of very inferior quality. The 
stock left was firmly held for current rates. Settlements for the fort- 
night, 5,188 chests; reshipments on owners’ account, 1,488 chests; stock, 
42 chops, or 13,011 chests, Quotations (duty paid, exchange for credits, at 
5s. 104d. per tacl, and freight at £2 10s. per ton) were as follows :— 
Shanghai-packed, common, 10d.; Ooonam, common, 11}d.; Ningchow, 
common to fair, 1s. 02d. to 1s. 14d. Green: There is little or no change 
to report in Green Teas. Finest kinds were still wanted at full rates, 
while medium and common grades being in very full supply were easily 
dealt in. The business done had again been chiefly for the American 
market, but over 6,000 half-chests Pingsuey, and a few parcels of common 
Fychow and Shanghai-packed descriptions had been taken for England. 
Settlements and reshipments consisted of 26,727 half-chests Tienkai and 
Moyune, at Tls. 35 to 46.4 ; 1,721 half-chests Fychow, at Tls. 29} to 37; 
6,112 half-chests Pingsuey, at Tls. 283 to 39; and 4,165 half-chests 
Shanghai-packed, at Tls. 254 to 30}. Settlements for the fortnight, 
35,242 half-chests; re-shipments on owners’ account, 3,483 half-chests; 
stock, 126 chops, or 70,587 half-chests. Quotations (duty paid, exchange, 
&c., as above) for Fychow and Moyune teas were as follows:—Gunpowder, 
18. 54d. to 3s. Gd.; Imperial, 1s. 2d. to 28. 9d.; Young Hyson, 1144. to 
3s. 1d.; Hyson, 1s. 14d. to 8s. 3d. ; Twankay, 84d. to 1s. 6d. 

Hanxow.—Business since last mail consisted of the settlement of one 
small chop for Russia, at Tls. 14.7.5 per picul, and the shipment of about 
1,500 chests to this. The season is said to be closed. Quotations were: 
—Oonam, common, Tls. 14.7-5; export of tea from Jan. 1, 1868, to Dec. 
3, 1868, 44,860,250 Ibs.; export of tea from Jan. 1, 1867, to Dec. 8, 
1867, 34,932,381 lbs.¢ 

Krivux1anc.—Black Teas: Teamen had continued to send forward to 
Shanghai, immediately on arrival, the few parcels coming to hand, and 
no settlements are advised. Export from Jan. 1 to Dec. 4, 1868, 154,842 
chests; June 1 to Dec. 4, 1868, 151,242 chests. 

Foocnow.—The followirg is Messrs. John Odell and Co.’s report, 
dated December 4:—Our last report was dated 20th ult., since when a 
fair amount of business has been transacted. Congous.—Business on 
English account has continued on the most limited scale, bolders still re- 
fusing to make any important concession in price, though occasionally a 
chop has been settled on slightly easier terms during the past day or two; 
about 8,000 chests have been taken by Continental and American buyers, 
at the decline noticed in our last. Souchongs.—A few settlements are 
reported at full rates. Oolongs.—American buyers have shown consider- 
able anxiety to effect purchases, and nearly the whole of the supply on 
offer has been taken at prices showing a reduction of 2 to 3 Taels per 
picul on last season's rates. Many of the settlements are not yet re- 
ported, but the unsold stock does not exceed 12,000 4-chests, and it is 
unlikely that there will be any further arrivals frum the country. 
Scented Teas have been in limited request at previous quotations. 
Flowery T’ekoes.—A further small quantity has been taken for India. 
About 1,000 packages (broken and damaged) ‘Tea, ex Sovereign of India, 
have been sold by auction, and realised full prices. Settlements for the 
fortnight have been:—Congou, 5,496 chests, at Tla, 8.3 to 18.8 per 
picul. Souchong, 733 chests, at Tis. 17.8 to 32.8; Ovlong, 77,650 
half-chests, at Tls. 18.8 to 30.3; Scented Teas, 4,240 boxes, at Tls. 9.3 
to 24.8. Our quotations are:—Congou: Dust to broken leaf, Tis. 8.3 
to 12.8 per picul; low ordinary to common kinds, Tls. 13.8 to 16.8; 
good common to common flavoury, Tl«. 17.0 to 18.8. Oolong: Com- 
mon cargo, Tis. 17.0 to 18.5; fair to good, Tls. 21.0 to 23.0; superior 
to fine, Tls. 26.0 to 31.0; choicest, Tls. 36.0 to 40.0. 

Canton.—The demand for scented tea had continued during the inter- 
val, bat had been confided almost exclusively to two parties. Little if 
any change had taken place in prices. The few finer parcels of Caper on 
offer were held for full prices, and the settlements reported were chiefly of 
lower grade tea. Stocks of all kinds were very much reduced. The holders 
of the 2,220 chests country Congou were still very much too high in their 
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; ideas to meet the views of bayers. The following were the settlements 
reported :—Scented Orange Pekoe, 6,500 boxes at Tis. 16.50 to 28; 
Scented Caper, 12,000 boxes at Tis. 16 to 22.50; Canton Young Hyson, 
1,300 boxes at Tis. 17. 

SILK. 

YorouamaA.—Purchasers had kept steadily in the market through the 
fortnight, and since the receipt of home telegrams to October 27 some large 
transactions had ensued, good hanks had become very scarce, and prices 
for these and also for medium qualities had advanced fully $30 to $50. 
One noticeable feature had been considerable arrivals of silks from the 
northern districts, due, it is understood, to the partial termination of bos- 
tilities there. Large parcels of Oshu and Etchesen in particular had come 
down ; the best of the former had obtained $930, and of the latter $680, 
and it is said even $730. Settlements were estimated at 1,400 bales, and 
stocks were reduced to 700 bales. The current quotations (charges paid 
to London at exchange 4s. 5d.) were as follows:— Hanks—Mybash, 
Sinchu, &c., extra, 89s.

Suancuat—The following is from Messrs, Skegg’s and Co.'s report, 
dated 8th December :—A much quieter feeling has prevailed throughout 
the fortnight, and settlements only amount to about 700 or 800 bales. 
Purchases consist mostly of medium and common Tsatlees, at from Tls. 450 
to 600, and though, perhaps, slightly easier in some instances, have been 
too irregular to admit of any alteration in quotations from those of last 
mail. A few bales of Chooping’s Chop have been settled at Tis. 5924, 
with a prcportion of 3} and 43's; and Blue Peacocks have fetched 
Tis. 5424. Kahings and Chincums are firm at previous rates, and for a 
small lot of Long Reels Tls. 410 to 415 proportion price for Nos. 1 and 2 
is wanted. Re-reeled Hainings and Tsatlees of best quality are held for 
last mail’s prices, but inferior sorts are very irregular, and rather lower. 
The few Trams and Organzines on the market still maintain their high 
value. Equally high prices are still paid in the country, so that the 
dealers are very firm in their demands, and it would require almost a total 
cessation from buying to force any material decline on them, now that the 
estimated quantity left available for shipment appears 80 much in favour 
of holders. Settlements to date are about 40,000 bales, which, with 3,000 
bales on this market, and 4,000 to 5,000 bales still to arrive, will keep the 
total well within 50,000 bales for the season, 48,000, in fact, being the 
general estimate. 

Canton.—There was but little inquiry during the early part of the 
fortnight, and prices, except for the finer kinds, were rather weaker, with - 
out being quotably lower, but since the arrival of the English mail a 
much greater desire to buy had been manifested. The demand ran ver y 
much on finer descriptions of silk, and had caused them to be more firmly 
held. A considerable business was being steadily done in Cocoons by one 
buyer, who had been purchasing them as fast as they were offered. Re- 
reeled Cumchook of good quality continued in request, and prices had ad- 
vanced about $10. From the country reports stated the amount of silk 
to come forward as quite small and prices higher. We give the following 
as settlements and quotations :—Teatlee, 160 bales, at $510 to 550; Loong 
Kong, 80 bales, at $515 to 540; Kow Kong, No. 3, 140 piculs, at $478 
to 492; Re-reeled Camchook, 250 boxes, at $555 to 570; Cocoons, 300 
bales, at $577.

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THE SUEZ CANAL. 

The following letter relating to the opening of the Suez Canal has ap- 
pzared in The Times. Whatever may be the weight to be attached to 
its calculations, its tone indicates that it proceeds from one who fails to 
share the hopes with which the possible success of this great work 
should be regarded by all the friends not only of commercial progress, 
but of the peaceful enterprise of France :— 

“Sir,—The shippers and shipowners from whom the director and 
English representative of the Suez Canal Company bas received ‘nu- 
merous inquiries concerning the precise time when the canal will be 
opened to the general navigation, in order that they may make timely 
preparations for the coming event,’ will feel grateful to that gentleman 
for a little further information in addition to that communicated by his 
letter of the Sth inst., published in the City Article of The Times. 

“Jt is the more gratifying to all practical men who take interest in 
the coming event to receive this authentic and positive assurance from 
the fact that the telegraphic announcement that a French man-of-war 
had actually passed through the canal was somewhat denuded of its 
importance by a letter which appeared in The T'imes on the 29th of 
December. The directors would hardly have taken the step of calling 
public attention to so important an event if they had regarded it in the 
same light as did the English party which happened to pay a visit to 
the canal at the same time. ‘Some little way on,’ that is to say, in 
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the basin of Lake Menzaleh, says the reporter, ‘we met a small French | 


sloop, the Levrette, endeavouring to make her way from Port Said to 
Suez, supported on barrels and caissons.’ et la Ue PP ek eS 
‘Tt can hardly be considered a fair trial, proceeding as she will be 
obliged to do from Ismaila to Suez by the Fresh Water Canal.’ The 
great expense of telegraphic communication was no doubt the cause 
that these details were omitted in the despatch, published by the 
directors of the canal, which informed the public of the transit of this 
man of war. 

“The point on which it is now desirable that the English represen- 
tative of the Suez Canal Company should throw further light has be- 
come known in England for the first time in consequence of the letter 
just referred to. Itis the circumstance thut one of the most critical 
operations on which the completion of the canal depends is the filling 
of a dry basin thirty-five miles long, once a portion of the Red Sea, 
and known as the litter Lakcs. The canal authorities hope that this 
will fill, we are told, in seven or cight months. The coating of from 
two and a-balf to three yards of salt, which covers this large area, 
bears witness to the energy of the evaporative power of the climate.

Red Scu as to be exposed to nearly an inch and a-half of additional 
barometrical pressure. Into this basin, which is longer, although nar- 
rower, than that of the Bitter Lakes, the river Jordan, the river Arnon, 


and one or two smaller streams have poured their entire volumes for , 


the la-t 4,090 years, without having yet succeeded in raising the surface 
of the lake to the level of the sea. This well-known fact heightens 
the interest of the question which is now submitted to the directors of 
the Sucz Canal. 

““What is the actual hydrographic area of the Bitter Lake Basin? 
What is ifa actual depression below the level of Lake Menzaleh? What 
is the evaporation of the locality in inches per annum ? 

“Tf the two dimensions of thirty-five miles by twenty-four miles, 
which are given by the English travellers as those of the area of the 
basin are correct, and if the level be such ag to require no excavation 
for the canal, it isa simple calculation that gives the result, that a 
body of water equal to that contained by eixty miles length of the 
Suez Canal must be poured into the basin continuously every twenty - 
four hours, for twelve months, to fill the basin. 

“This supply would require a current at the rate of 24 miles per 
hoor through the canal. How far the sandbanks, at a slope of 5 to 1, 
would resist abrasion by this enrrent, may, perhaps, be explained.

“Tt is trne that when the 124 miles cutting east of the Bitter Lakes 
is completed, the waters of the Red Sea may be admitted, and the 
double supply will have the effect of expediting the filling of the 
basin. Buta fall of 6in. per mile over the 55 miles to Lake Menzaleh 
is cquivalent to a fall of 14in. per mile from the Bitter Lakes to the 
Red Sea. What will be the effect of the current thus caused on that 
part of the canal ? 

“CTF we add that observations as to evaporation made by the Bombay 
Geographical Society are such as to raise the question whether the ex- 
halation from the area of the Bitter Lakes may not amount to 12ft. per 
annum, in which case the above figures would have to be increased by 
nearly 50 per cent., it is obvious that we have reason for waiting with 
some anxiety for the reply of M. Lange.

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LABUAN COAL. 


(MITCHELL'S STEAM-SHIPPING JOURNAL.) 

If good steaming coal could be procured at a moderate price in the 
Eastern seas, it would have an important effect on the navigation of 
those seas by steamships. The heavy cost for fuel at present is, and has 
been, the chief cause of the slow progress made in the extension of our 
steam trade with the East. From reports issued at intervals we have 
been led to expect considerable assistance from ihe mines at Labuan. 
We have kept our readers cognisant of the progress made in the de- 
velopment of mining industry in that island, and have published 
several communications on the yield of the coal and its burning pro- 
perties; but as the statements put forward at different times have 
been so very contradictory, we think it will be of interest to steam. 
ship owners and the shippers of coal to give an epitome of the latest 
official information furnished to the Colonial Office, with the opinions 
of the orticers of several of Her Majesty's ships, and engineers’ reports 
to the Admiralty. 

Asa rule, the deeper the coal from the surface the better it is found, 
and this may account in some measure for the condemnatory reports 
which have been so extensively circulated. In June, 1863, Labuan coal 
was tried on board the Scout, and was said to burn too quickly, and to 
give off too much smoke and flame to be fit for the Royal Navy. The 
chief engineer of the Rifleman reported—‘‘ not fit for the service.” The 
Vigilant said—‘‘ makes large quantity of soot and clinkers. Steams 
very indifferently.” In 1864 the Pelorus reported that this coal could 
be used economically at reduced speed, requiring slow consumption; 
the ashes were repeatedly mixed with the coal and reburnt, the amount 
of clinker being 7-2 per cent. ; smoke black and dense; steam gene- 
rated very quickly, but the increase of consumption was greater in ratio 
to increase of speed. On board the Scylla it was found to generate steam 
quickly while the fires and tubes were clean ; but owing to the fires re- 
quiring to beclinkered every four hours,and cleaned out every forty-eight 
hours, the steam fluctuated very much when working at high speed. 
Tubes needed cleaning ont every twenty-four hours. Clinker 3-3 per 
cent., and ash 14 per cent. Ship expended in twenty-four hours 37 
tons, instead of 27 tons. The Adrentyre, also, found it burn very wi 
for about four hours, after which the flues became dirty, and full speed 
could not be maintained. We might quote from thirteen other reports 
made by engineers of Her Majesty’s ships in 1855 and 1866, but it may 
suffice to say that the whole of those officers found that Labuan coal, 
burnt by itself and without mixture, consumed rapidly, and gave con- 
siderable trouble in attending to the furnaces and cleaning out the 
tubes. In August, 1868, Mr. Loxdall, chief engineer to the Rideman, 
in compliance with order, certified that he found it very good for 
steaming purposcs, giving out great heat, burning fast, forming a great 
quantity of clinker and soot, but leaving a small amount of ash. He 
To this Commander 
J. W. Reed, of that ship, appends a few remarks. He says his en- 
cineer’s report is more favourable than those of former years relating 
to the same description of coal on board the vessel. But the fact is, 
that Labuan coal, fresh raised from the pit’s mouth, is very good, but 
that, owing to its light character, it deteriorates rapidly, especially 
when exposed under unfavourable circumstances. Some of the coal re- 
ceived from the mine was 50 bad that steam could scarcely be kept u 
with it, and sometimes it failed entirely. ‘‘Stuff,’ he says, would, 
moreover, come out of the funnel in large flakes of burning soot, which 
set fire to the awnings and endangered the safety of the ship. The 
general average of loss or difference in consumption between Labuan and 
Welsh coal in former years was estimated at 33 per cent., but the redue- 
tion to 25 per cent. he attributes to the fact that the present engineer of 
the ship is a careful, scrupulous officer, and for the period over which 
the working extended, and the result of which was embraced in the 
report, the best quality of Labuan coal was supplied. During the 
long employment of Captain Reed in charge of the survey of the China 
Sea he has taken in coal for his ship at several of the ports, and his 
experience leads him to the conclusion that Labuan coal is inferior to 
Welsh, but equal or superior to many other descriptions of coal sent 
into the Eastern markets, and that it will obtain a good character, if the 
people at the minessupply it of first-class quality and in proper order. On 
Sept. 12 last Mr.Guyer, chief engineer of the Dwarf, reported that the 


' coal supplied at Labuan was of a very good quality, higly inflammable, 


producing little ash and clinker, and consumption about the same a8 
Welsh coal at 100 revolutions of the engines. His only objection to 
its use was its being 15 per cent. lighter than the average of Welsh 
coal. This is the latest and, we may add, the most favourable report 
yet received, by the Lords of the Admiralty, on the use of Labuan coal 
for the generation of steam ; we presume, therefore, that the Dwarf, 
when at Labuan, was fortunate in procuring this fuel before it had 
degenerated by exposure to the elements, or that the miners have 
reached a seam of harder substance. The lower the strata, the greater 
must be the pressure; and, consequently, the coal being denser, would 
be heavier, not consume so rapidly, and take up comparatively less 
storage room. Admitting, however, its inferiority to Welsh steam 
coal, we have the authority of thirty-nine engineers of the same 
number of Royal Navy ships in the Eastern Seas that Labuan 
coal has been used most extensively, and alone, in getting up and 
maiutaining steam. Nearly all these reports agree in recommending 
a mixture of one-third Welsh with two thirds Labuan ; and this being 
now done on board Her Majesty's ships, the smoke is lessened, and, 
if the coal be of the right sort, steam can be got and kept. When 
the coal furnished for mixture is of an indifferent quality, this propor- 
tion of Welsh to Labuan, we believe, is not sufticient for the purpose. 
On the 3ist Dec., 1854, the Chief Engineer of the Adventure, troop 
ship, 1,794 tons and 4u0-horse power, reported that he could not ovis 
full speed for more than six hours when burning one-third of Wels 

with two-thirds of Labuan. As a set-off to this report, we should 
observe that, about the same time, the furnaces of the Severn, 2,767 
tons and 501)-horse power, were fired with an admixture of 140 tons 
Welsh to 89 tuns Labuan, and this proportion was found to keep steam 
well, with 11 per cent. of ash and very little clinker orsmoke. On board

of amoke, from so many officers in Her Majesty’s service, is proof that 
amoke-consuming apparatus is not patronised by the Admiralty. The 


contract price paid by the Admiralty for Labuan coal is £1 per ton, | 
and English coal purchased recently at Manila by Captain Reed, of « 


H.M.S. Rifleman, at sixteen dotlars per ton, was, that officer says, 
inferior to the former. There is economy, therefore, in supplying the 
navy with Labuan coal, if it can always be had at that price. Com- 
mercial shipping and foreign ships of war are not supplied so cheaply. 
Commandant Van der Burg, of the Dutch frigate Den Briel, declares 
that he paid lately at the rate of eight dollars a ton for coal at Labuan, 
and considered it cheap on those terms. Supposing a fair quality coal 
for steam navigation can be got in Labuan at the latter 1ate, its advan- 
tages in the future spread of commerce cannot be over-estimated. 








HOW TO GOVERN A COLONY. 

Under this heading the following letter lately appeared in the 
Star :— 

S1z,—When Mr. Money visited Java some years ago he thought he 
had discovered a brilliant solution of this problem. It is a pity that 
he does not now visit Singapore, and give the British public an account 
of the manner in which the Colonial Office deala with its dependencies. 
His second book might not prove so attractive as his first, but it would 
be of great service to his fellow-subjects in the colony, instructive to 
the public at home, and salutary, and in the end advantageous, even 
to Downing-street itself. 

What the colonial system of government of a Crown colony is might 
de vaguely conceived from this short result of it—viz, that in the 
space of one year and a half, during which it has been tried here, it 
has created such deep and widely-spread dissatisfaction, not to say in- 
dignation, that public meetings, addresses to the Secretary of State, 
and even petitions to Parliament, are now the order of the day in a 
busy mercantile community, which before had little love of local 
politics, but devoted itself to its own private and absorbing occupa- 
tions. But a slight sketch of our experience will convey a more exact 
notion of the system, and I shall endeavour to compress it within the 
limits of two or three letters. 


From its foundation by Sir Stamford Raffles in 1819, till 1867, this 
settlement was not only thriving and prosperous, but in the main con- 
tented. It was, with its elder sisters, Penang and Malacca, a depen- 
dency of India, receiving its governor and laws from Calcutta—the 
former armed with no great powers—preserving order, promoting pub- 
lic works, and administering its finances with the strictest purity and 
@conomy. The Government of India suffered its Straits Settlements 
to enjoy unlimited freedom of trade, even in days when a custom-house 
‘was thought as necessary a ‘‘note” of civilication as a gallows, and this 
freedom attracted not only English and other European merchants, but 
crowds of Chinese, Indians, and Malays. Unhappily, rome years ago, 
just as the death knell of old John Company was sounding, it occurred 
to some Singaporeans that it would be an advantage to the place if it 
had a Legislative Council of its own, and were made independent of 
India. The idea gained ground, negotiations between the Indian and 
Colonial Offices followed, Treasury and Horse Guards were consulted in 
their turns, and after a brief delay of ten years the Straits Settle- 
ments were handed over to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
This transfer was “inaugurated’’ on the Ist of April, 1867. A go- 
vernor of the West Indian type was sent out, and a legislative council 
was constituted, consisting, besides the Governor, of the Chief Justice, 
the Brigadier-General, an Indian officer new and indifferent to the 
Straits, the Colonial Secretary, an old Straits official, an amiable and 
popular man, the Attorney-General, a local lawyer of very moderate 
endowments, the Treasurer, the Auditor, and the Colonial Engineer, 
the last an officer in the ‘Indian army, and also for some time acting 
a8 aide-de-camp to his Excellency. With these officials were associated 
four non-official members, of the Governor's selection, from the men 
of station and influence in the colony, and who from their local know- 
ledge and experience certainly formed the most valuable portion of 
the council. Practically, however, their number was reduced to three, 
as the fourth lives in Penang, 400 miles off, and consequently seldom 
or ever attends the meetings. Ilardly bad this council been sworn 
in when its table was flooded with Bills of the most portentous 
kinds. I glean the following from the Straits Government Ga- 
zette:—Laws to amend the laws of merchant shipping, harbours, 
and pilots ; laws to codify criminal and legal procedure ; laws to regu- 
late hackney carriages, succession to property, gunpowder, suitors’ 
fands, fees of court, legal practitioners, and exportation of arms; 
laws to amend stamp and excise laws; laws to interpret laws; laws to 
constitute a new supreme court and court of appeal; Jaws for the 
preservation of the peace, for preventing contagion among cattle, and 
regulating passenger ships. Such were the modest tasks set before 
our legislators by the new Governor. People laughed at first, and 
asked if Bedjam had been let loose on the colony ; but their merriment 
ceased when it leaked out, as it did before long, although reporters 
were not allowed to attend the debates, that the majority of the 
Council had no discretion as to supporting or opposing any measure 
proposed by the Governor, for one of the secrets of the Colonial Office 
for ‘‘ good” government consists in imposing upon every official the ob- 
ligation of voting for the Governor on peril of suspension or dismissal. 

Thus the non-official members, who alone represent the public voice, 
found themselves powerless in the face of the disciplined majority, who 
always voted by word of command. Many of the above ambitious 
schemes died a natural death from their own innate absurdity, but a 
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croachments upon that freedom in all that concerns trade which has 
been the life-blood of Singapore, or attacks upon the natives. 

Thus, one meagure, on the model of the Liverpool Emigrant Passen- 
gers’ Act, threatens to throw the whole of the Chinese passenger traffie 
into the hands of the Dutch, who have a convenient harbour only a few 
miles off. Another law introduced the principleof compulsory pilotage in 
these waters, where pilotage and everything else appertaining to ship- 
ping and trade was always free as air. As to the natives, they were 
made liable to deportation at the will of the Governor, and their mar- 
riage, funeral, and other religious ceremonies were taxed by the impo- 
sition of ten dollars, or £2 48. 6d. for every procession. 

The effect of such measures on them has not been slow. It is said 
that at least one hundred thriving Chinese traders and shopkeepers 
fled from Penang through fears of being secretly informed against and 
deported ; and when, more recently, a blight fell upon the sugar 
canes, this was regarded as a curse brought on the land by its new 
rulers, and about 2,000 Chinese deserted their farms and left the 
settlement. 

Yet, bad and mischievons as the Government have been, it is doubt- 
ful whether they have created eo much irritation and annoyance as that 
monkey-like restlessness which meddles with everything, and threatens 
everything, and will leave nothing alone. Thus the municipal bodies 
were threatened with remodelling; that of Singapore was, indeed, one 
day menaced with total abolition off the face of the earth if it ven- 
tured to insist upon its claim for bricks which the Government had 
contracted to supply, but which were now wanted for other more per- 
sonal purposes. Grand juries were to be abolished, lunatic hospitals 
and leper asylums, institutions founded and maintained by voluntary 
contributions, were to be put on a new footing, a poor rate scemed for , 
a@ moment almost looming in the distance, and as a climax, should 
the revenue prove inadequate to meet the extraordinary expenses in 
which the new Government had involved the colony, it was threatened 
with the imposition of import and export duties, which, as they would 
be the ruin of the colony, clearly proves, if further proof be needed, 
how utterly unfit the present Governor is to rule a commercial colony 
like this of the Straits Settlements. 

Another of the Colonial Office's secrets of Government did not come 
to light until the Legislative Council began to dabble with the consti- 
tutions of the Supreme Court. In common, not only with their 
countrymen at home, but with every people who know anything of 
political liberty, the Singaporeans thought it an universally-acknow- 
ledged principle that judges should be irremovable, that is, indepen- 
pendent of the local executive Government. The Straits judges, like 
their Indian colleagues, had always been subject to no other authorit; 
than that of the Secretary of State, and they and their office owed muc 
of respect which they commanded, both from Europeans and Asiatics, 
to this position of independence. 

It was with astonishment and indignation, then, that the people of 
this settlement learned that this principle was quite inconsistent with 
the colonial system ; they learned that judges are liable to suspension 
and even removal by the local Executive. Large public meetings were 
held both here and at Penang, and the Duke of Buckingham was 
earnestly appealed to not to introduce into the settlement a principle 
80 new and g0 odious to every class of the community. But with the 
news that the Spaniards were declaring “the irremovability of judges ” 
a fundamental principle of a free Government, came a despatch from 
the Duke, telling the colonists that they did not know what was good 
for them ; that the principle of judicial independence would not work 
even with the great judges of England, if they were not kept straight 
by a powerful bar and an enlightened press, and that colonial judges, 
an inferior tribe, given to local, personal, and political controversies, 
must, failing the powerful bar and enlightened press, be subjected to 
suspension and removal on the spot. Here was a fresh flower of the 
colonial system ; our courts were to be formcd on a continental model, 
and no doubt the Colonial Office would take good care that none but 
Mr. Phunkies should ever sit in them. What the effect the profession 
of principles so much more natural in a French prefect than in an 
Faglish statesman has been in this colony, it would be difficult to 
describe. It is enough to say that the Duke of Buckingham’s reply 
has given fresh strength to the irritation and disgust which “the 
colonial system "’ has excited throughout these settlements, and that 
an appeal to the House of Commons is in contemplation. 

I hope in another letter to give some idea of the financial doings of 
this new Government.—I am, &c., A SrncaporE Mercuant.

MassackE OF CHRISTIANS IN Korea.—The following, apparently 
from a French source, appears in one of our morning contemporaries : 
—The Missions Catholiques says some journals have announced that 
3,000 Christians of the kingdom of Corea, in Asia, had been put to 
death for the faith. We would not reproduce the statement without 
having first acquired a certainty of its authenticity. A communication 
from the directors of the religious seminary of Foreign Missions leaves 
nnfortunately no doubt as to the gravity of the events in that depen- 
dency of the Chinese Empire. The prosecution, which commenced in 
March, 1866, by the martyrdom of nine missionaries, has been con- 
tinued with increased cruelty. Instead of isolated arrests, wholesale 
prescriptions have been ordered, with the view of annihilating every 
vestige of Christianity. According to the letter in question, dated the 
18th September, the number of persons killed is estimated at more 
than 2,000, of whom more than 500 were in Seoul, the capital. In 
the provinces the Christians are first questioned, but at the seat of 
Government they are strangled in prison without any form of pro- 
cednre. Those who have escaped are fugitives in different parts of the 
country, and many have perished from want of food. A new law 
orders all strangers to present themselves before the mandarins of the 
district in which they may arrive, in order to declare whether they 
are Christians or not.” 
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ENGLAND AND CHINA. 

More articles about the new “ understanding” between 
Lord Cuarenpon and Mr. BuruyeuaMe. The Times points 
out the advantages of the new diplomatic arrangements with 
China, completed through Mr. BuriincHame, the Chinese 
Ambassador. Reservation, it now says, is made for cases of 
immediate danger to life and property. In such the British 
authority on the spot may at once call upon the commander 
of the naval force at hand, and put the services of that force 
in requisition without an hour’s delay. But on occasions 
where no such danger exists, where there is no expectation 
of violence, and merely a conflict of claims, or dispute about 
rights, then it is to be understood that the British Consul 
shall, instead of summoning the captain of the nearest gun- 
boat, put himself directly in communication with his superior 
at Peking. What with these “ reservations,” and the consi- 
deration that we may “ hope” to see the telegraph extended 
to Eastern Asia ‘“ very shortly’—so that a few hours will 
suffice to bring the news of any dispute, and in a day or two 
the Minister and the officers on the station will receive direc- 
tions how to act—TZhe Times has come round to quite a 
cheerful view of the present and prospective state of our re- 
lations with China. It does not tell us, though, how soon 
—or how late—it is likely to be before the extension of the 
telegraph to China realises the somewhat utopian view of 
interchanging messages and instructions “in a day or two.” 
The passive resistance of officialdom to enterprise in this 
direction, supplemented by the rigid, aud in many respects 
ill-judged, system of economy commenced by the present 
Cabinet, does not give much hope of any efficient aid being 
given at present towards the carrying out of such a scheme 
But we must wait, and hope. 


Mysterious are the ways of colonial officials, Last year 
the Council of the Social Science Association addressed a 
memorial to the Duke of BucktnoHam, then Secretary for 
the Colonies, protesting against the system of licensed gam- 
bling inaugurated in Hong Kong. The Du«e seems to have 
thought it the best plan to let Sir Ricoarp MacDonneLL 
answer for his own acts, and forwarded the document to him. 
A reply thereto was drawn up by the CononiaL SecrrTary, 
under Sir RicHarp’s directions, and addressed to the Secre- 
tary of the Association, under date October 20, 1868 ; it was 
printed and appeared at full length in our issue of the 7th 
December, as well as in the London and China Express of 
the 4th December. But the Seoretary of the Association 
to whom it was addressed never received it, neither did the 
Council—the body for whose enlightenment it was especially 
prepared—either see or hear anything of it, until brought 
to their notice in the columus of the Zelegraph as above 
mentioned. Probably, also, its appearance in the Express 
would be the first intimation of its existence to the general 
public in Hong Kong. There cannot be a doubt that when 
the GoverNor caused the despatch in question to be addressed 
to the Secretary of the Association he intended it to reach 
that gentleman ; by what bungling, we wonder, can his inten- 
tion have been so completely frustrated ? 


Apvices from Paris mention that the members of the 
Chinese Mission were officially received by the EMpeRor and 
Empress yesterday. Mr. BuRLINGHAME made a short speech, 
to which the Emperor replied in very gracious terms. 
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THE YANGCHOW AFFAIR. 

Now that the missionary affair at Yangchow has been 
brought to a termination by a demonstration of our armed 
forces in China, it behoves us to inquire further into the cha- 
racter of the mission which brought about the difficulty. 
Notwithstanding all that has appeared in the shape of letters 
to the editors of London journals, giving the Rev. Mr. Tay- 
Lor and his coadjutors the highest praise for their zeal and 
faith as evangelical missionaries, it would appear that their 
religious training for that delicate service is of the most su- 
perficial character. Hence they, like fools, have rushed in 
among the heathen, where angels might fear to tread. If 
we are rightly informed, this particular mission is in a mea- 
sure self-constituted, without having the supervision of any 
important missionary body in England to control their ac- 
tions. It would appear that the Rev. Mr. TarLor entertains 
different opinions from his learned colleagues in China re- 
garding the qualifications necessary fora competent missionary. 
He considers that no further education or religious training 
is required beyond that of being able to read the Bible, pro- 
vided there is zeal and knowledge sufficient to preach the gos- 
pel, as on the highway, by itinerant preachers. He contends 
that mors can be done in the way of conversion by young 
men and women of the humbler class of society than any 
other missions composed of learned sinalogues and medi- 
cal missionaries. Hence he boasts in having selected the 
members of his mission from behind the counter and out of 
workshop ; so that, with the exception of himself, the Yang- 
chow mission was composed of a comparatively illiterate class 
of foreigners. Moreover, in addition to the wives of some of 
his missionaries, he chose to enlist the services of several young 
females ; and, to complete the novelty of the mission, not 
only were the male members dressed in Chinese costume, but 
the women followed suit, with the exception of not being able 
to pinch their feet into “ golden lily ” boots, and waddle about 
with goatish gait, like the daughters of the “Flowery 
Kingdom.” 

Now it must be understood that this “ sensational ” mission 
was not the first one attempted at Yangchow ; others of a 
more grave and earnest character had been tried many years 
ago by experienced missionaries of much zeal and learning, 
who had to contend with the subtleties of Chinese literati, 
where they are comparatively in greater numbers than at 
most inferior Chinese towns. These missionaries, we under- 
stand, finding that the field for their labours in that district 
was not so encouraging as in others, abandoned the station, 
which was afterwards taken up by Mr. Taytor and his party, 
who had made themselves somewhat ridiculous in their pre- 
vious mission attempts at Hangchow. Before arriving in Yang- 
chow Mr. TayLor was fully aware of the opposition he would 
have to contend with from the literati ; aud, instead of being 
deterred, he courted the obstacles in store, as evidence of his 
zeal in the cause. Therefore, what afterwards befel him and 
his followers was an eventuality easily to be foreseen, and 
the sufferers are not deserving of that sympathy for the dan- 
gers undergone, which they would fain rank with those of 
martyrs to Christianity. Not only has the general public at 
home withheld any expression of sympathy for their foolish 
actions, but we believe that the missionaries of all the recog- 
nised Protestant missionary bodies lament the occurrence. 
They hold that it has become a serious blow to the further 
propagation of the gospel by competent missions, especially at 
a period when their endeavours were being directed to the 
establishment of new stations in the interior of China, be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the Treaty Ports. 

As to the consequences of this ill-advised attempt to raise 
the seed of Christian doctrine on a barren soil, it is fortunate 
that, so far, no bloodshed or serious political complications 
have followed. This has been generally attributed to the 
prompt action of Mr. Consul Mepruxsr in bringing physical 
force to bear upon his arguments of international polity. 
How far we give him credit for his conduct in the matter we 
shall not discuss here, as it would involve the whole question 
of foreign relations with China; but there is one point in 
the affair that it would be advisable the Foreign-office made 
note of in its instructions to Consuls in China. When they 
grant passports to missionaries intending to form mission 
stations in the interior, is it to be understood that the Con- 
sular authorities or the British Envoy at Peking are prepared 
to back the actions of every zealot by employing Her Ma- 
JesTY’s naval and military forces in his cause, although he 
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may have committed foolish or overt acts against the Chi- 
nese? We do not suppose that any of our Consuls in 
China would pretend to uphold a doctrine of this kind, yet 
in the Yangchow affair Mr. Consul MEpHuURST seems 
to have acted on such an assumption. It is high 
time, therefore, that the granting of passports to mis- 
sionaries bound for the interior should contain speci- 
fied rules of conduct beyond which the Legation and 
consulates would uot be responsible. We understand that 
the members of all legitimate Protestant missions in China 
would cheerfully accord with such restrictions as would keep 
up the respectability of their class in that extensive field for 
their labours. If on the other hand any and every person, 
male or female, who choose to call themselves missionaries, 
obtain passports with unlimited support from British repre- 
sentatives in China, then there will be no end to such affairs 
as that of Yangchow. It isthe old story over again, of pro- 
fessed peace-makers propagating the faith at the point of the 
bayonet. Asa nation, we profess to condemn such a policy 
on the part of our gallant allies in the Far East, while at the 
same time our own representatives are pursuing a similar 
course, which may ultimately drift us once more into a China 
war. 


RETURN OF THE EX-SHIOGOON’S BROTHER. 

Accorpina toa Paris correspondent, much interest was 
lately excited by the announcement of a sale of handsome 
furniture belonging to “ Prince X.,” in the Avenue de l’Im- 
peratrice. Many people supposed it belonged to the Duc 
p’AquiLa, brother to the ex-King of Napues, and brother-in- 
law to the Emperor of Braziz ; but in this they were mis- 
taken. The furniture in question was, for a very short period, 
the property of Prince MimBourayou, SroTspasH!’s younger 
brother. Mrxpovtayou, called back to Japan much sooner 
than he anticipated, had to leave suddenly a mansion he had 
taken for three years from Prince Rapzivit1, at £1,200 per 
annum. Everything that could be conveniently removed, 
such as works of art, clocks, and bronzes, was packed up and 
sent to Japan, so that there remained only the larger pieces 
of furniture, carpets, &c. A splendid candelabrum bearing a 
hundred lights hung in the principal drawing-room. One of 
the oddest items is a suite ,of twelve servants’ liveries, ex- 
actly similar to those of the Imperial household. 


Tue agitation in favour of the Brindisi route for the India 
and China mails is actively maintained on the Continent. At 
@ meeting, recently held at Stuttgart, of delegates of the seve- 
ral railway companies interested in the traffic between Ostend 
and Brindisi, va Stuttgart, Munich, and the Brenner, it was 
resolved to propose at the final meeting to be held at Florence 
to start weekly an extra train in both directions, carriages to 
be provided with sleeping apartments and refreshment saloons, 
and to run the whole distance without change from Brindisi 
to Ostend, and vice versa, in thirty-three hours. This would 
be an important step in the right direction, but there is ter- 
rible maladministration on the Italian lines to be reformed 
before any practical good can result. Au interesting letter 
inserted in our last issue tells how a Stupid, unreasoning 
system of delays at Susa has so far put the Cenis Railway out 
of favour that diligences are once more coming into use. 
French intrigue to avoid a diversion from Marseilles has 
always been held up as the bugbear, but it is evident that 
Italian laziness and incompetency present quite as formidable 
obstacles. 


Ws recently stated, with reference to the conveyance of 
mails to and from China or Japan by the Pacific route, that 
letters only could be forwarded overland between New York 
and San Francisco, parcels and newspapers being sent via 
Panama. This statement was quite true, but it remains so 
no longer ; the prohibition as regards the transmission of 
newspapers, &c., overland has been withdrawn, and in future 
no distinction will be made. 


WE have been favoured by the Salt Chamber of Com- 
merce, of Northwich, with a copy of a memorial addressed 
by that body to the Chinese Envoy on the subject of free 
trade in salt. The document unfortunately reached us just 
too late for insertion in our last issue. The question is an 
important one, but is evidently one in which Mr. Burwinac- 
HAME can take no effective action at present, even should he 
take any interest in it—which seems doubtful. 
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RUSSIAN TRADE WITH THE EAST. 

The commerce of Russia with and by way of the East is pro- 

gressing rapidly, and an official document published in the Cor 

nce Russe tells which direction the greatest chances are 

taking. During the period from 1857 to 1867 the Russian exports 

pe Asiatic frontiers have more than doubled, while the imports 

ave increased by more than one third. The following extracts 

from the document in question show both the general and recent 
increase :—

The exports, therefore, have more than doubled in the ten years, 
yet the rate of increase last year was over double the average ; in 
the case of the imports the comparison of 1867 with 1866 is still 
more striking. It must be remarked, however, that 1865 and 1866 
were bad years for es oe which were over twenty-seven millions 
in 1864 ; 1867, therefore, shows an increase of nearly a million of 
roubles over the largest former annual total.

We see by the above tables that the imports into Russia from 
England had largely increased, while those from France and all 
other Western European countries had fallen off ; the exports to 
England dwindled to one-sixth of the amount of the preceding 
year, and those to France almost to nothing. 

As regards China there was an increase in the latter year 
under both heads, that of the exports from Russia amounting to 
thirty per cent. The Customs receipts {on tea for the year 1867 
are stated at 1,221,000 roubles; and the total commerce of Russia 
with Europe and Asia together to 510 millions of roubles, which 
is 71 millions in advance of 1866, and 1243 millions above the 
average of the preceding ten years. 

The same document gives the following information relative to 
navigation :—During the year 1867 there entered by the Transcau- 
casian ports of the Black Sea 1,426 vessels, rather more than half 
of which were in ballast, and by the Transcaucasian ports of the 
Caspian Sea and Astrakan 829 vessels, of which 140 were without 
cargo. Of this total number of 2,255 vessels 1,041 were under 
the Russian flag, 1,097 under the Turkish, 53 under the Persian, 
and only 64 belonging to other countries ; the number of Turkish 
vessels, therefore, exceeded those of Russia by more than fifty. 

Some of the items of exports by way of Asia are remarkable, 
as, for instance—cottons, 11,836,000 roubles ; linens, 3,280,000 
roubles ; cotton yarns, 900,000 roubles ; and silks, 115,000 roubles, 


SHIPS FOR THE CHINA STATION. 

The Elk, twin screw (unarmoured, composite built) gun-vessel, Com- 
mander Algernon G. Woolton, has left Portsmouth Harbour for Spit- 
head, where she will receive her ammunition previous to sailing for 
China. The Hornet, gunvessel, a similar craft to the Elk, Commander 
Duncan D. Davidson, has completed coaling in Portsmouth Harboar, 
will sail for China in company with the Elk, and both will be under 
convoy of the Juno, 6, armed screw transport, 400-horse power, Capt. 
E. Hardinge. [These two vessels were correctly reported in our issue 
of the 18th ult. as having been commissioned for China, but in the 
‘*Summary"” of the same number were erroneously mentioned as 
mahi! sailed, They, and the Juno, will proceed with all possible des- 
patch. 

The screw steam corvette Cossack, 20, Captain John E. Parish, left 
Plymouth on Sanday, the 17th January, for the East Indies and China. 

The Perseus, Basilisk, and Serpent, are ordered home from the 
China Station. ; 

Vice-Admiral the Hon. Sir H. Keppel, K.C.B., now Commander-in 
Chief in China, will (supposing that Sir James Gordon's vacancy is to 
be filled up) be the next officer for promotion to the Admirals’ List.

NORTH GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hawmevze, Jan. 12. 


The last number of Dr. Petermann’s Geographische Mittheilimgen con- 
tains an elaborate and highly interesting article on the present condition 
and requirements of the Amoor country, from the pen of Herr Fr. 
Aug. Luhdorf, a German merchant, who is at the head of a commercial 
house at Nicolayefsk, and has resided there for the last twelve years, 
having had occasion, moreover, during that period, to travel about the 
country in all directions, which gave him a good opportunity to study 
it in all its details ; and he records in the above-mentioned article the 
result of his observations. Nicolayefsk, which was founded in the year 
1852, now contains 3 population of 4,017, one half of whom (2,062) are 
soldiers, and 886 females, The number of buildings of all descriptions 
is given at 719, including the churches, barracks, and Government 
stores. The town contains a first-class naval hospital, with 200 beds, 
a public library, an officers’ club-house, and other public institutions; 
but neither hotels nor inns of any description are to be found there, so 
that strangers, arriving there without friends or acquaintances, are 
often put to much inconvenience before they can find a suitable 
lodging—especially in the winter, when the houses are all occupied. 
The principal streets are lighted by oil lamps, and furnished with 
trottoirs for foot passengers. The approach to the town from the sea 
has been greatly improved during the last few years by the erection of 
lighthouses and beacons, and the laying down of buoys to mark the 
channel. The commercial statistics given are not very favourable, nor 
of a nature to raise hopes that the place will ever become an important 
commercial emporium. The number of merchant vessels that arrived 
there in 1860 was only seven, of 1,600 tons, with goods to the value of 
370,000 roubles, whilst in 1867 the number of vessels was also seven, 
with a slight increase of tonnage and cargo, worth 470,000 roubles. 
Though in the table given there were some of the intervening years 
that showed greater results—the most favourable of which being 1862, 
when fifteen vessels, of 4,130 tons, arrived with merchandise valued at 
1,100,000 roubles. The most interesting part of the paper is the 
author’s description of Mandschuria, or the Eastern part of Chinese 
Tartary, which is densely populated, the number of inhabitants 
amounting to 1,477,312, according to Chinese returns, who are kept in 
order by an army of 67,800 men, quartered in different garrison towns 
spread over the three provinces. Much exaggeration has been 
published respecting the population of Mandschuria, some writers 
giving glowing accounts of several cities, with a million and a 
million and a half of inhabitants, whereas, according to Herr 
Luhdorf, they range from 5,000 up to 15,000 only. Great stress 
is laid on the importance of opening to free commerce the naviga- 
tion of the Sungari, which has never yet been explored, so that 
it is impossible to say how far up the country it is really navigable. 
But to this the Chinese have always been resolutely opposed, and it 
can only be effected by diplomatic negotiations at Poking: for it is 
well known that the Governor of Aigoon, who concluded a treaty in 
1858 with Count Murawieff, then Russian Governor General of Siberia, 
lost his head in consequence, and others will therefore be cautious of 
risking their lives in a similar way. ‘‘ When one considers,” says Herr 
Luhdorf, ‘‘ that the whole of the Amoor country could draw its supplies 
of breadstuffs and other food from the banks of the Sungari at a much 
cheaper rate, it appears extraordinary that the Russian Government does 
not take serious steps at Peking to obtain this facility. Rye flour, which 
costs at Nicolayefsk 2 roubles 10 copeks per pood of 40 lbs., might be 
imported from the Sungari for 50 copeks ; and oxen, that are paid for at 
Aigoon with 27 roubles each, can be bought at Zizikara for 7 roubles 
per head. To say nothing of the advantage of a great trade that would 
naturally spring up and open a vast market for Russian produce and 
manufactures, the political importance of the opening of the Sungari 
should not be overlooked, as a march of only seven days would bring 
a Russian army from the head of that river to the walls of Peking.” 

With regard to the commercial capabilities of the Amoor country, 
the author enumerates timber, firs and skins, salt-fish, isinglass, 
leather, and wool as the principal articles of export, which might be 
greatly increased ; but he is of opinion that a great future is open to 
the coal beds on the Island of Sachalin, the free exportation of which 
fuel is not prohibited by the Russian Government ; but it is much ob- 
structed by natural difficulties, which must first be encountered, at 
the head of which he mentions the dangerous and unprotected state of 
the coast, which requires the erection of lighthouses, porta of refuge, 
and piers for loading cargo. He himself some years ago formed an 
association, under the name of the ‘‘ Hadschi Bay Company,” for the 
purpose of exporting the coal and timber of the island, and he sent the 
“statutes,” or bye-laws, to St. Petersburg for the Imperial sanction, 
with a request for the needful ‘‘ concession,” but it was refused, on the 
ground of informality ; notwithstanding which, he still thinks it 
would be a very lucrative and important enterprise. 

The author above alluded to is the same gentleman who, in 1857, 
published one ‘of the first works written on Japan, under the title of 
‘* Eight Months in Japan after the Treaty of Kanagawa” (Bremen, 
1857), and of which I sent you a review that appeared in one of the 
earliest numbers of the China Hupress. 








HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RorrerpaM, Jan. 12. 
Notwithstanding that the members of the First Chamber of the 
States General have resumed the discussion of the Budget, a general 
dulness prevails in politics. The discussions in the Lords are only an 
echo of those held in the Second Chamber. The same objections and 
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the same remarks are made by the Opposition, and of course the same 
arguments are used by the Minister of the Colonial Department to 
defend his policy, which has been accused of vagueness and indecision. 
Meanwhile, the greater part of the chapters are approved of either 
unanimously or by a very strong majority, and undoubtedly the re- 
mainder will also pass without Ienghtened debate, because the Budget 
ought to have been sanctioned before the lst January. 

A moment ago I spoke of the dulness prevailing in political circles; 
and, indeed, to be able to record the present condition of political life, 
I ought to have the petites et grandes entrées, for receptions, soirées, 
and balls are now the order of the day at the Court, as well as in the 
hotels of the ambassadors and aristocracy. I do not possess sufficiently 
thejtalent of observation as to derive from the manner in which a Liberal 
M.P. is received by an ex-Conservative Minister, or from the behaviour 
of any diplomat towards a member of the actual Cabinet, whether 
the political barometer indicates changeable or settled weather. But 
this I may ascertain, that amidst the glittering of the bougies, uniforms 
and toilettes, the very noble representatives of a certain coterie are 
doing their beat to impair the strength of their Liberal antagonists. 
Even in Liberal circles rumours are afloat with reference to an altera- 
tion in the Cabinet, and it is reported that Mr. Foek, the Minister of 
the Home Department, will probably be appointed Royal Commissary 
for the province of Dreuth, Mr. Thorbecke occupying his seat in the 
Ministry. But it is also reported that the King declines to approve of 
this alteration; and this, indeed, is most probable, now that the Cabinet 
has refused to confirm the appointment of Earl van Zuylez, ex-Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, as Ambassador at the Court of St. Petersburg. 

Rumours also eay that some of our ‘‘Lords” are treated with par- 
ticular attention by our reactive politicians. But the debates in the 
First Chamber do not at at all confirm this on dit. They have even 
delined to make use of the lower class instruction question to troable 
the Minister of the Home Department. This taciturnity about the 
instruction question is perhaps a consequence of the election of ex- 
Minister Mr. Heemskerk as M.P. for the district of Gorincbem (he 
obtained 1,157 votes, and his adversary, Mr. van Loon, 945 votes). He 
is understood to be the right man to bring ina Bill to alter the in- 
struction law of 1857. The Conservative papers, however, say that 
such a proposal will not be made, because the Liberal majority will 
always prevent the passing of sucha Bill. Of course all their hepe 
is fixed upon the elections of next June, when they consider that the 
Liberals must be beaten upon the instruction question. 

It is now officially stated that Mr. Koorders, the leader of the Oppo- 
sition, is suffering from a disease of the throat, which preventatin 
from speaking in Parliament, and it is ascertained that he is so ill that 
all work is forbidden him. Of course Mr. Heemskerk will charge him- 
self with the task of the member for Haarlem. 

The first part was published a few days since of a work which will 
create the greatest interest in the Far East. I refer to the “ History 
of the Culture System,” edited by Mr. G. H. van Soest, and published 
by Mr. H. Nygh. This historical description is characterised by the 
greatest accuracy. It not only contains the origin of the several cul- 
tures, but also relates the history of the people of the India Archi- 
pelago. Of course this book is written in a liberal sense, which is 
proved by the few lines I copy from it :—‘‘ The cultures were first in- 
troduced in 1830, and reached in 1845 their highest point. But in 
1850 it was already in decline, and since that year it has lost its repu- 
tation as a system. The monopoly has also lost its exclusive charac- 
ter; the Government shrinks from intervention, and inclines more 
and more towards rendering up the several branches of culture to pri- 
vate industry.” The author has divided his work into four parts—firat, 
the Netherlands Indies under the East India Company, 1800-30; 
second, the culture system of Van den Bosch ; 3rd, the system under 
the management of Baud ; and, lastly, the system from 1840 to 1850. 
This interesting book is dedicated to Dr. van Hoevell. Another work 
will also be published shortly, which perhaps will tend to fix more the 
attention of foreign nations upon our colonies. It will be written in 
the French language by Mr. Batel, who resided for a very long period 
i Java. The work was announced some days ago by the Jndepen- 

ance. 

Baron Gevers, our Ambassador at the Court of St. James's, has arrived 
at the Hague. 

The Dutch Association for Promoting Industry has issued a circular 
requesting minute descriptions of the principal establishments of cul- 
ture and industry in'the Netherlands Indies. The association intends to 
publish the various descriptions, in order to promote industry as well 
in our country as in the colonies. 

At Utrecht a Constitutional Association has been established to pro- 
mote the extension of Censervative principles. 

Rorrerpam, Jan. 18. 

As I predicted in my last letter, all the chapters of the Budget 
passed, either by a large majority or unanimously, the First Chamber of 
the States General, whereupon the members left the Hague till further 
convocation. The debate was of very slight importance. It is said 
that the members of the Second Chamber will meet carly in February 
for the despatch of business. In my last I mentioned a rumoured alte- 
ration in the Cabinet, Mr. Thorbecke being assigned the vacant place 
of Mr. Fock, who was to be appointed Royal Commissary in Dreuth. 
The Arnhemache Courant contradicts this rumour most positively, and 
asserts that there is yet no question at all of any alteration in the ex- 
isting Ministry. 

A most interesting lawsuit ia now pending in the High Court at the 
Hague, viz., the Government of the Netherlands Indices versus E. 
Francis, ex East Indian functionary. The question is this :—Mr. 
Francis was discharged in 1351 from his post as East Indian fane- 
tionary, with a pension of 6,750f.a year; but being appointed in 
1851 president of the Java Bank, which office he held till 1863, his 
pension was not paid to him during those years, because the Govern- 
ment regarded him as a functionary of the State; but now Mr. 
Francis claims his arrears of pension, with interest at 6 per cent., 
giving a total of f.82,687.50, and this claim is approved of by the 
Court of South Holland, which condemned the Government to pay the 
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said gum to Mr. Francis. The Government has appealed to the higher | 
Conrt, and the first proceedings took place some days ago, bat did not 
lead to any definite result. 

The Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant has published very bad news 
from Surinam and the Coast of Guinea. 

On the 1st April a new Liberal paper, Het Dagblad van Nederland, 
will be published in the Hague. he editor is Mr. Maas Geesteranus, 
@ most advanced Liberal.

UNITED STATES. 

Advices dated New York, Jan. 9, state that a Bill has been intro- 
duced in the Senate, providing a loan of $8,000,000 for thirty years, 
in bonds bearing interest at 6 per cent., to the American Asiatic Tele. 
graph Company, to aid in laying a submarine cable between California 
and China. 

A soldier named Cunningham was arrested lately at San Francisco 
for stabbing a Chinaman. He was brought before Judge Provines for 
examination, and the wounded Chinaman was offered as a witness 
against him. To this the prisoner's counsel objected, and, the Court 
expressing a wish to hear argument on the matter, the competency of 
such testimony was argued at length by Louderback for the prosecu- 
tion, and Zach. Montgomery for the defence. The former contended 
that under the Fourteenth Amendment to the Federal Constitution and 
Civil Rights Bill all persons, regardless of race or colour, and not other- 
wise disqualified, are competent witnesses and entitled to the same 
rights and privileges in Courts of justice. The case was finally taken 
under advisement, and Judge Provines rendered his decision excluding 
the Chinese witnesses. He held that the Constitutional Amendment 
refers only to citizens, and was not intended to interfere with or abro- 
gate any of the rules of evidence established by the Jaws of the States. 
Chinamen are not citizens, and consequently the law of the State ex- 
cluding their evidence in cases where white men are parties must be 
considered in full force. As the present case depends on white men’s 
testimony also, it was continued for further examination. 

The Custom-house officers at San Francisco have seized a quantity 
of opium, valued at $40,000, for the violation of the Revenue laws. The 
drug was brought from China by the steamer Great Republic, and an 
attempt was made to smuggle it through. 





THE CHINESE MISSION IN LONDON. 
(SEW YORK HERALD.) 

As an early result of the offices of the Chinese Ambagsador in London 
we have the broad admission and promise, that England does not 
‘“ desire or intend to apply any unfriendly pressure in order to induce 
China to advance more rapidly in her intercourse with foreign nations 
than is consistent with the safety and feelings of the Chinese people.” 
In other words, England abandons entirely the position she formerly 
held with regard to China, and takes her place side by side with the 
United States in the resolution to treat the ancient empire in all re- 
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pee ag a responsible nationality. In order to see her own progress 
ingland has only to compare her present attitude toward the Eastern 
Power with the attitude she assumed in the opium war. That was 
in essence a war made to force on China a trade not ‘consistent 
with the safety and feelings of the Chinese people,” and the 
most glaring example of ‘‘unfriendly pressure” known to 
the history of civilised Governments. British traders could make 
money by the cultivation and transportation of the seductive poison. 
True, its use implied more degradation and misery than millions of 
British missionaries could sufficiently denounce; but the men to be 
made miserable were only Chinese, and the Government that made 
laws against the trade was only the Government of China, so that 
honest and moral Power, Great Britain, fostered smuggling on the 
Chinese ceast, supplied the smugglers with armed boats to fight their 
way in, and finally covered with its flag a war intended to substitute 
the will and wishes of Great Britain for the will and wishes of China 
in the government of the Chinese people. That was the most striking 
example of the British policy. British policy has been the same ever 
since, although somewhat less glaring in its assumptions of superiority 
to all law and morality. 

It was left for Americana to set the first example of justice, humanity, 
toleration and even internationa) decency toward the Government and 
people of China. We were the first of the civilised Powers to treat 
that nation as we would require that other nations should treat us— 
the first nation that did not make a cant of honesty and consider that 
the rules of right that governed our conduct in Europe or America 
were of no account in Asia. Our own laws had taught us tolerance 
toward every man’s peculiar views, and not the narrow lesson of en- 
deavouring to change the world because it was not measured out and 
framed in accordance with our notions. In short, our diplomacy, being 
the newest and latest diplomacy of the world, had in it more of the 
enlightenment, humanity and comprehensive statesmanship of this age 
than of the selfish traditions of the time that has passed away. Ap- 
proaching the Chinese Government in this spirit we naturally had at 
once great advantages over other Powers. It was perceived that our 
motives and morals were different from those of the European Powers. 
The Chinese saw that we did not want to colonise, did not want te 
force trade, but only encourage its growth, and that we were willing to 
accord an advantage for every one extended. From the friendly re- 
lations thus established grew the treaty recently made between the 
Chinese Government and our own. One of the more remarkable re- 
sults of that treaty was that it practically introduced a new member to 
the family of nations—brought China into the international circle, 
supported by the alliance and friendship of the United States. 


This is the result that England more particularly recognises in 
her present action. China is guaranteed by us against unreasonable 
wars, and England, accepting the necessities of her position, relin- 
quishes gracefully all intention and desire to use against the Chinese 
in the future such ‘‘ unfriendly pressure” as she has never ceased to 
use since she gained her first foothold on the Chinese coast. She 
assents to the necessity of observing existing treaty stipulations; 

romises in any case of alleged grievance to lay these grievances 
hancatly and fairly before the Chinese Government proper, and not 
build up quasi potentates as her fancy may dictate, and hold China to 
their bogus treaties ; and finally agrees that the British flag shall not 
be used as a cover for warlike operations in China without direct au- 
thority from London. These provisions will prevent the troubles that 
have always been between China and the Powers that sought her 
shores for commerce, if straightforwardly acted upon, and it is satis- 
factory to see that there is some Power in the earth to force a recog- 
nition of the right kind of progress upon such an old and cage-har- 
dened sinner against all international rights as England has ever been. 





NEW YORK TEA MARKET. 


The total receipts of tea from China and Japan during the year 1868 
were 36,668,323 lbs. ; the quantity withdrawn for home consumption 
was 33,829,984 lbs. ; the exports were 1,904,018 lbs, ; the stock on the 
lst of January, 1868, was 8,425,985 lbs., on the Ist of January, 1869, 
9,360,306 Ibs. 

The following is from Messrs. Beebe Brothers’ Circular, dated 31st 
December :—Business in our staple since the 18th inst. has been quite 
moderate, and sales from first hands are limited {to 1,750 half-chests 
Green, 1,800 half-chests Japan, and 1,000 half-chests Oolong. The 
market closes without change in values, but with some improvement 
in tone, holders showing less disposition at the moment to press their 
stocks to sale at current rates. As is uaual at the close of the year, 
the trade generally are waiting the opening of the New Year, and the 
arrival of the early cargoes of new crop goods (now near at hand) before 
operating with any degree of freedom. The P. M. steamer Alaska, 
just in, delivers the Greens despatched from Shanghai October 15, and. 
these constitute the principal addition to our supply since the 18th. 








Aw Orper or Merit For THE CoLonres.—A recent despatch from 
the Duke of Buckingham to Sir John Young is published in the 
Ottawa Gazette, in which he states that Her Majesty has been graciously 
pleased to sanction such a modification of the statutes of the Orders of 
St. Michael and St. George, originally instituted by King George iI. 
in connection with his Majesty’s Mediterranean possessions, and now 
presided over by a prince of the Blood Royal, together with such an 
enlargement of its numbers as will render it available as a reward of 
distinguished merit or services in any part of Her Majesty’s colonial 
possessions. 

A TELEGRAM dated Stockholm, the 18th January, says:—‘‘ The sea- 
sion of the Diet was opened to-day. The Speech from the Throne de- 
clares that the friendly relations subsisting between Sweden and 
foreign countries are unaltered, and notifies the conclusion of Treaties 
of Commerce with Siam and Japan. It moreover announces a loan of 
three million rix dollars for railway purposes.”

Monetary and Commercial,

The meetings of creditors and shareholders of the Commercial 
Bank Corporation of India and the East directed by the Master 
of the Rolls have been held this week. The meetings were well 
attended, and a resolution was passed at each of them, with but 
one dissentient, approving the proposed scheme of arrangement.| 

The ordinary meeting of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of 
India, London, and China will be held on the 18th May, when the 
proprietors will be called upon to fill the vacancy in the board 
occasioned by the retirement of Sir Frederick James Halliday, 
K.C.B., on his being appointed a member of the Council of India. 

At the meeting of the shareholders in the City Bank, held on 
Tuesday, the report, which stated the net profit for the half-year 
at £43,028, was adopted, and a dividend at the rate of 7 per cent. 
perannum declared. The chairman ina few remarks congratulated 
the meeting upon the results of the past half-year’s working, which 
he considered were the more gratifying when the Bank minimum 
of 2 per cent. had ruled for more than five out of the six months. 

A notification has been issued requiring creditors of the China 
Merchant Insurance Company and the Bombay Mody Insurance 
Company, to send in their claims to the agents in London, Messrs. 
D. D. Cama and Co., before the 31st March next. 

A striking contrast to the miserable exposures of commercial 
frauds that have been so numerous of late is afforded by the action 
of Messrs. Jno. Samuels and Co., of Manchester. This firm, having 
an extensive connection with China, suspended payment in 1865, 
in consequence of other failures involving them in heavy losses ; 
the creditors, however, agreed to accept a composition of ten 
shillings in the pound, which was duly paid. To-day we have re- 
ceived, with great pleasure, a circular announcing that Messrs. 
Samuels are prepared to pay immediately the entire deficiency of 
ten shillings in the pound to all their old creditors. 

The failure is announced of Messrs. Morgan, Melbourne, and 
Co., merchants, of Leadenhall-street and of Batavia. Their lia- 
bilities are set down at £500,000. Rumours have been current of 
other impending stoppages, but they remain without confirmation, 

At a recent meeting of the Glasgow Chamber of Commerce the 
subject of export duties levied on Japan tea and silk came under 
consideration, and a resolution was passed, affirming the expediency 
of a fixed export duty being substituted for the ad valorem duty 
charged under the present system. 

It is stated that recent advices from Labuan give satisfactory 
prospects of the working of the coal mines by the Oriental Coal 
Company. There is already a steady outturn of coal, and atten- 
tion is being paid at Singapore and elsewhere to its valuable pe- 
culiarities for steam and gas purposes. At the same time the 
working even on its present scale has been brought to yield a sur- 
plus over expenses. The accounts confirm the impression that 
the quantity available is practically inexhaustible. 

It was recently notified that the Spanish Provisional Govern- 
ment had decreed that goods shipped in foreign vessels to the 
Spanish West Indies and the Philippines would be charged only 
the same rate of duty as if they were shipped in Spanish vessels, 
A mercantile correspondent, however, states that the fact has not 
been officially intimated to the Spanish Consulates, and that the 
only information they have is that furnished by the Gazette of the 
23rd of November. 

With reference to the Netherlands India Railway Company 
Messrs. Baring Brothers and Co. notify that the second interest 
coupon of the fully paid-up shares will be paid on the 15th inst., 
with f.22.50, at their office. The fourth coupon, due the same day, 
on the 4,000,000f. Four-and-a-Half per Cent. obligations of that 
railway, is also announced as payable by Messrs. Horstman and Co,

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FREE TRADE IN SALT. 

The following atatement has been addressed to the Chinese Envoy 
by the Salt Chamber of Commerce, Northwich :— 

‘* Sir,— Considerable correspondence on the subject of the salt trade 
has taken place between the representatives of the Empire of China 
and Great Britain during the last twenty years, and it is needless to 
go over the whole ground again. 

‘*The Salt Chamber will, therefore, only refer to the last official 
communications between Sir Rutherford Alcock and Prince Kung, 
under the datesof 19th July and 1st August, 1866. On the one hand, 
it was submitted that the revenue of China would be much benefited 
by an European trade in salt, and that the British article which would 
be presented to the Chinese people was undoubtedly auperior. It was 
also submitted that a relaxation and alteration in the ancient laws of 
China regarding salt had already taken place. On the other hand, 
Prince Kung urged, whilst admitting these facts, that a great number 
of people, amounting to some millions, were employed in the manu- 
facture, porterage, and transportation of salt, and would be thrown 
out of employment and deprived of their livelihood. 

“ Now the Chamber begs to advance, that whether the salt comes 
from Europe, or from elsewhere, the amount of native labour em- 
ployed upon its transport would be the same. Foreign ships might 

ring it to the one port only, and from thence it could be distributed 
by native merchants, and native junks. It may be that Chinese junk 
owners, accustomed to illicit traffic, would object to any alteration, but 
their objection ought surely to have no weight with the (tovernment. 

“‘The Salt Chamber begs further to submit that the labouring 
classes would benefit from the free trade in salt, independently of the 
inestimable value of obtaining a necessary of life ina pure condition. 

** The ships which bring the salt would need a return cargo, to fur- 
nish which, the grass of China, required in Europe for paper-making 
and spinning, and the oil from seeds grown and pressed in China, 
would be purchased by the British to an immense extent. In this way 
both a vast amount of employment would be offered to the Chinese 
people, and the salt which they need would be paid for in grass and 
oil, for which they have at present no sufficient market, for want of 
the means of cheap transport te Europe. For instance, the British 
merchant might bring a cargo of salt, which he could afford to sell at 
Shanghai at £3 per ton, and might take in return a cargo of oil or 
seeds, worth from £20 to £30 per ton. Thus a single ship load, of the 
average size, would furnish a sum equal to about £40,000, available for 
the employment of Chinese labour. 

‘*In forming these conclusions we are guided by what has occurred 
in India. Fifteen years ago our export of salt to that country hardly 
existed. In consequence, however, of the Government admitting 
British salt upon fair terms, the import has now reached nearly 
300,000 tons per annum, and the Indian labourer (the Molunghee) has 
left the salt swamps of the Ganges to cultivate jute, linseed, and rice. 
The trade injute, which was as small as that in salt, has increased to 
700,000 bales per annum. The trade in oil seeds, &c., which scarcely 
figured in our Calcutta exports before the alteration in the duties on 
salt, has increased to tens of thousands of tons. The wages of the poor 
Molunghee have been tripled, the revenue of the Indian Government 
derived from galt has risen in consequence in a few years a million and 
a-half of pounds sterling. The salt smuggler has almost disappeared, 
and a necessary of life is given in a pure state to the consumer at a 
lower price than he pet before for a very inferior article. It must 
also be borne in mind that an import of European aalt into China could 
only be the growth of years, so that any immediate disturbance of 
ee labour, such as the Prince of Kung apprehended, is an impos- 
sibility. 

‘* The salt trade has always led the way in the development of free 
commercial intercourse between nations. The greatness of the Port 
of Liverpool, which is the centre of half the trade of the United King- 
dom, is mainly due to the vicinity of the salt beds of Cheshire. The 
ships laden with salt went out to America, and the result has been the 
enormous cotton trade with that country. Ships laden with Salt went 
out to Africa, and the result has been the creation of the palm oil 
trade. And more recently, ships laden with salt went out to Calcutta, 
and the result has been the great trade in the new fibre of jute, linseed, 
and of various other articles of Indian produce. 

‘‘We therefore point with confidence to these facts, and ask the great 
Chinese people to follow the course which has been attended with such 
advantages in the countries we have named, especially in India. 

‘The Shanghai Chamber of Commerce, through its President, Mr. 
Tyeon, has published many documents to prove the extreme desira- 
bility of a trade in salt, to assist in opening up a trade with Europe 
in raw produce. 

“Mr. Consul Winchester, of Shanghai, has proved by many reports 
that it would be considered an inestimable boon by the Chinese popu- 
lation in his district if they could get European salt. 

“We, the salt manufacturers of Great Britain, have at our disposal, 
in @ situation which is unequalled for the facilities of distribution 
over the world, inexhaustible beds of the purest salt, in the imme- 
diate vicinity of equally pure beds of coal, and are thus able to manu- 
facture and deliver our produce at a rate which permits us to distance 
all competitors. We seek extension of our trade, and we point to 
the past as evidence of the fact that free trade in salt in this country 
has enabled us to increase our manufacture within the last half cen- 
tury from about one hundred and fifty thousand tons to a million and 
a-half tons, and we have always found that the countries thrown open 
to our trade have been equally benefited by an extension of trade in 
their own produce. :

TEA. 

The public sales of China were concluded on :he 20th inst. The 
quantity offered was 16,016 packages, and about 13,000 packages were 
sold, all being ‘‘ without reserve.” The auctions have passed steadily, 
and prices for the common to fair grades of red and blick- leaf Con- 
gous, though irregular, were “generally rather firmer. Some breaks of 
medium to fine black-leaf Congou, ‘‘ with all faults,” sold from 1s. 7d. 
to 1s. 1id., being full rates. Caddy boxes of red and black-leaf teas 
went generally at lower rates. Oolongs and green teas sold easier. 

The following review of the trade of the past year is from Messrs. 
Arthur Capel and Co.'s Circular :— 

During the past year tea has fluctuated more than usual. The 
market opened with a large demand both for a a and the trade, 
causing a gradual advance in the price of all kinds of Congou, which 
was further stipulated by speculative purchases to some extent, owing to 
the prospects of our stocks being reduced to a point lower than for some 
years past. The price of common Congou was forced up rapidly, until at 
the end of May the quotation was 1s. 33d. to 1s. 4d. per Ib., although the 
better kinds showed but little sympathy in the upward movement. This 
great advance checked the deliveries, the trade and exporters both 
holding aloof from it, and the speculation generally being in weak 
hands suddenly collapsed, and there has since been a very dull and 
drooping market, and the price of common teas has receded to within 
4d. to 1d. per lb. of the opening prices of the year. The market has 
been further depressed by the extraordinarily large exports of the 
current season, which have completely overwhelmed it, and resulted 
in most serious losses to all concerned, the prices paid in China being 
much too high, especially for so large a quantity, whilst the anxiety to 
get teas home, both by overland route and by steamers, in addition to 
the numerous clippers, has resulted in excessive quantities arriving 
at one time, and to markets already overweighted, and buyers have 
thus been able, with a continuous fall in prices, to supply themselves 
in small quantities, at rates bearing no relation to the cost in China, 
whilst the great bulk still remains unsold, the supplies in stock and 
afloat being greatly beyond our immediate requirements. 

The import trade, as might be inferred from the foregoing, has 
again been carried on at a heavy loss, notwithstanding the profit 
realised in the spring on common to fair qualities, nor can it be a 
matter of surprise that this should be so, the shipments for the early 
part of the season being nearly double our requirements for the same 
time, and at prices which could only have been justified by an export 
far below our wants. As long as importers hurry on the shipments 
early in the season, as has been the case of late, we can see no chance 
of a remunerative result, as the trade seeing such excessive shipments 
lose all confidence in the stability of prices, and will only buy in small 
quantities. Thus whilst in China the settlements are made by thou- 
sands of packages, they are sold here in hundreds, and even should prices 
in China fall to a level with those now current here, if shipments are 
sent forward on as large a scale as this season, they must result unpro- 
fitably, owing to a general pressure to sell, and the impossibility of 
finding buyers for the greater portion of them on arrival. The home 
trade has on the whole been prosperous, the rising markets during the 
firat half-year having enabled dealers to realise large profits, but the 
second half of the year has, owing to a continuous fall in prices, been 
less satisfactory. The deliveries for home consumption show a large 
decrease ; this, however, is partly owing to the stimulus given last 
year to duty payments by the publication of the clearances of indi- 
vidual firms which has now ceased, but mainly to the heavy payments 
in November, 1867, in anticipation of an increase of duty. The ex- 
port trade shows considerable expansion, the great bulk arising from 
increased shipments to the Continent, but a portion to America, of 
common to medium Green Tea, whilst an entire cargo of uncoloured 
Japan was also shipped to that market. 

The statistics compare unfavorably with last year. Imports have 
reached 153,000,000 lbs., against 124,744,000 lbs. Jast year. The de- 
liveries show a decrease, the total being 141,766,000 lbs., against 
143,000,000 Ibs. ; home consumption being about 4,750,000 Ibs. less; 
whilst exporta show an increase of about 3,500,000 lbs. The stock 
we estimate at 83,644,000 lbs. againat 77,359,000 lbs.; the quantity ar- 
rived but not included in stock being in both years about 7,000,000 Iba. 
The quantity afloat of China Tea is 49,530,000 lbs., against 39,152,000 
lbs., and of India Tea 3,184,000 lbs., against 2,356,000 lbs. This in- 
cludes the 7,000,000 lbs. arrived not taken into stock. 

Inpran TEas.—The market for these has ruled irregularly through- 
out. The system of selling everything by public auction without re- 
serve, owing to the little competition at the sales, reduced prices for 
medium kinds to a very low point, parcels in many instances not rea - 
lising within 3d. to 4d. per lb. of their intrinsic value; but since this 
system has been abandoned, and a considerable quantity sold by pri- 
vate contract, and the teas at public auction sold with reserve, there 
has been more steadiness in the market. Prices for fine to finest kinds 
have ruled high, especially of new season’s teas, and we must 4; 

oint out that it is only by attention to quality that the growth of 

ndian teas can be rendered profitable. The imports again show 
an increase, being 8,132,000 lbs., against 7,084,000 lbs., while the 
deliveries also show favourably, the total being 7,319,000 lbs., against 
6,223,000 lbs. 

Japan Teas.—The market for uncoloured early in the year was 
much depressed, and sales difficult to make, even at low prices; latterly 
they have been more in demand, and supplies now due would meet 
with a ready sale. The coloured kinds have generally followed the 
markets for China Greens, but the common to fair sorts have not been 
saleable when similar grades of China tea could be got. 

Buack Teas.—Congous : Siftings gradually advanced in price until 
Moning kinds were quoted 104d. per 1b., and Kaisow 114d. to 1s. per Ib. ; 
they have now given way, the quotations being 74d. for Moning kinds, 
and 74d. to 84d. for Kaisow sorts. The demand for broken-leaf and 
fair to good common has been strong, but prices have fluctuated greatly, 
rising to 1a. 2d. to 1s. 4d. in the spring, from which there has been

a gradual decline to 104d. to 1s. 1d. per 1b. Medium kinds have been 
comparatively difficult of sale. The new Kaisows have, as a rule, been 
very inferior, and prices which, for fair kinds, opened absurdly high, 
have given way from 6d. to 8d. per lb. ; the few really fine have com 
mandcd extreme prices. The Monings have not been equal to last season, 
being generally wanting in strength. The trade and exporters have given 
the preference to the Oonfah teas, which have proved superior to former 
years. Fine Pak Lings early in the season sold very well, but good 
kinds were difficult of sale from the first, and latterly fair quality has 
sold at from 1s. 2d. to 1s. 4d. perlb., being very low prices ; new make 
Canton kinds early in the year sold very well, but latterly the market 
has been overweighted, and they have ruled extremely low, say from 
Is. 1d. to 1s. 4d. per Ib. for fair to good. Oolongs have been most un- 
saleable, except for very superior high burnt kinda, which in the spring 
sold at extreme prices, but the supplies of this season have not been 
liked by the trade, and they have only been saleable at prices far below 
those usually current. Souchongs have not been as good this year as 
last; a few found buyers at from 2s. 3d. to 2s. 8d. for finest chops, 
but prices rapidly receded to the extent of 3d. to 4d. per Ib., and even 
at this decline there is but little demand. Flowery Pekoes have sold 
at improved prices. Scented Seas: Capers have been in good demand 
throughout, but prices have given way to the extent of 2d. to 3d. per 
1b. during the year. Orange Pekoes: Canton kinds have been very 
difficult of sale throughout, even at a low range of prices. Foochow 
kinds have not sold so well this year—the quality has not been go fine 
as last year. Medium kinds have been very difficult of sale, even at 
prices ruling 4d. to 5d. per lb. below last year. Fine have sold com- 
paratively well. 

Green Teas have on the whole met with a fair demand, but the 
supplies have been more than the deliveries, and prices have in conse- 
quence ruled lower than last year. The demand for export during the 
summer and autumn months was larger than usual, and afforded some 
relief to the market, especially in common to medium kinds of Young 
Hyson, Imperial, and Gaaneder: Twankays have been readily sale- 
able throughout at full prices. Hysons have been fairly saleable, but 
prices uncertain. Fine Moyune Young Hysons have given way in 
price, also Gunpowders. Imperials were very unsaleable at one time, 
but the shipments to America greatly relieved the market. Ping 
Sueys have sold fairly well, but prices opened from 2d. to 4d. per Ib. 
below the previous year, and from this there has been a further decline 
in the finer kinds, but the medium qualities, in half-chests, have sold 
rather better. Canton Gunpowders of this season bave met with but 
little inquiry, except for the finer kinds; prices of common to medium 
have been low, say from Is. to 1s. 3d., whilst low kinds have been done 
at ie - 10d. per lb. Of Young Hysons there have been scarcely any 
to hand. 

_We extract the following remarks from the Produce Markets Re- 
view :— 

The year which has just closed has, we fear, been one of the most 
disastrous in the history of the Tea trade. At its commencement, 
however, appearances were somewhat encouraging, for, although prices 
were low, there was every prospect of an improvement, and for some 
time large profits were made, while the market continued to rise rapidly. 
This was especially the case with low Tea, and a rise took place before 
the end of January. This rise was, however, principally confined to 
common and Broken Leaf Congou, the former of which, owing to 
extensive speculative purchases, was forced up by the end of May 
to 1g. 4d. per lb.—an advance of 4d. since the beginning of the year. 
Although the trade at the commencement of the rise bought freely, 
yet as arule they stood aloof as soon as prices showed an important 
advance, and purchased only for immediate wants; but the rise must 
have had a considerable influence on the sale of tea by retailers, for 
we find that the official returns for this year, so far as they have at 
present been made up, exhibit for the first time since the duty was 
reduced, a falling off in home consumption. It was not to be expected 
that a rise brought about by speculation and only partially supported 
by the trade could continue for any length of time, and it is not sur- 
prising therefore that the fall in value should have been rapid and 
disastrous. By the middle of July there was quite a panic among those 
who had speculated in common tea, and their efforts to realise had led 
to a fall of 14d. per lb. from the highest point. The reports of enor- 
mous shipments in China which reached this country early in August 
caused a further depression, and quotations of low tea receded to with- 
in 14d. of where they had been at the commencement of the year. 
Meanwhile, other descriptions had not risen in the same proportion, 
and some only nominally; but the advance alluded to in common 
Congou seemed to affect the demand for all classes of tea, and nearly 
all, except perhaps the very finest, shared more or less in the decline. 
By the middle of August the market became steadier, anda good deal 
of tea bought on speculation having by this time been disposed of, the 
trade began to buy, but the bulk of their purchases consisted of the 
common kinds. Indeed, it became more and more evident that the 
character of the demand was changing, and that fine teas were de- 
creasing in consumption, while the lower and medium kinds were daily 
increasing in use. 
September; but their quality,was very unsatis‘actory, and was un- 
doubtedly much worse than that of the first arrivals of the previous 
season. This would have been of less consequence had they been pur- 
ppt in China at moderate rates; but, unfortunately, the news of 
the 
reached China at the time when the merchants were buying new 
season’s teas for shipment, and they were encouraged or compelled to 
pay rates for all kinds—although an important advance had taken 
place in common Congous only—which left them little prospect of ob- 


taining a profit here, even had no fall taken place, and which, under | 
existing circumstances, exposed them to very heavy loss. The de- | 
mand for new teas was anything but active, and there was soon a 


decline of from 3d. to 4d. on the medium and common sorts, while 
the sale of the finer kinds was very limited, although they rea- 
lised prices that appeared very high when their quality was con- 
sidered; but even these rates were reported to be unremunerative 
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to the importers. The quantity exported from China continuing 
to exceed that of previous years, there was a pressure to realise at 
public sale, and some parcels were forced off at a decline of 6d. per lb. 
on the opening prices. Common Congou had by this time fallen to 
within a 4d. per lb. of the point at which it stood in January last. The 
new Monings, when they came to hand, proved to be much superior 
to the Kaisows, and this was confirmed by further arrivals; indeed, 
speaking generally, we may say that their superiority has, throughout 
the season, been very marked. Early in October the demand for low 
tea improved, and an advance of about jd. to 4d. per lb. was estab- 
lished, a further advance being obtained about a month later, in con- 
sequence of an export demand, so that the price of common Congou 
may be said to be about 3d. per lb. higher than it was at the 
commencement of last year. There is still, however, a very 
large quantity of inferior tea unsold, which will eventually have 
to be disposed of at the price of common Congon, and, although we 
look for a large demand during the spring, yet, the atock of inferior 
tea being so large, we think the tendency of prices for this class will 
be decidedly downwards. On the other hand, tea of desirable quality 
and strength is likely to maintain its present value. The consump- 
tion of Indian tea continues to progress satisfactorily, and throughout 
the year prices generally have been moderate. The inferior character 
of the crop of Foochow tea has lately compelled many grocers to re- 
sort to the use of Indian tcas for mixing. The new crop has not yet 
arrived to any great extent, but, so far, the teas are, on the whole, 
fully up to the average of late years, especially as regards flavour. It 
is much to be regretted that the Indian tea trade is not often a pros- 
perous one, either for the importer or the grower; but when the enor- 
mous prices which have been paid for land, the difficulties and expense 
of bringing it under cultivation, and other minor matters arc taken 
into consideration, the result can surprise no one. These matters, 
however, are merely temporary obstacles to the development of a 
trade destined in a few years to figure conspicuously in our list of im- 
portation, and to assume a proportion now little dreamt of. 


SILK. 

Since the departure of the last mail the Silk Market has been very 
lifeless, and an impression is general that we shall experience a de- 
cline in prices before the business can revive. Buyers hold off most 
determinedly, and as stocks are increasing it seems unlikely that the 
present range can be maintained. Red Peacocks can be bought at 
233. Gd., and some fair parcels of Tsatlee have been gold at 22s. ; a 
large parcel of 1, 2, and 3 Cat Chop having been placed at that price. 

The following remarks are from Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co.'s 
Circular :—The market is in the same dull and depressed state as 
when last reported; hardly any business has been done, or is still 
doing, owing to the continued firmness of holdera and the absence of 
all speculative, or even ordinary activity in the market. Thus the 
New Year opens with large stocks and a very unsatisfactory rate of 
consumption. This state of things cannot last much longer, for it is 
evident that buyers will not come freely on the market, except at 
decidedly lower rates; it has been a struggle for months past 
between importers and l:uyers, and the result is that a diminished 
consumption has told against increasing arrivals, until the stocks 
have reached that point which renders the ruling quotations of the 
day unduly high; the tendency of prices, therefore, is down- 
ward, and lower prices scem inevitable; and it is probable 
that importers must make the first move to induce business 
on any scale. The market during the last six months has 
been entirely crippled by the high rates ruling in the East, which 
have caused more difficulty in the way of business here than either 
adverse politics or quiet trade ; undue firmness has prevailed in con- 
sequence, and manufacturers who have profited too well by the expe- 
rience of the last two or three years have naturally brought their 
operations within the narrowest compass. In China, Japan, and Bengal 
there appears the same wild game played; the higher the cost, the 
greater appears the desire of some people to be interested, and the more 
cheerful and sanguine their hopes of profit, seeming to disregard alto- 
gether the experience of the past, and ignoring the advices to be cau- 
tious, which, mail after mail, have gone out from the home markets. 
Thus it has been this season, and five-sixths of the ailk to be shipped 
from China and Japan has come forward to Europe to an almost cer- 
tain loss, and certainly at unjustifiably high prices. A reswne of 
the London market is unnecessary ; suffice it to say that, beyond a good 
business during part of February, extending to May, when prices, which 
had previously declined to the lowest point of the year, say 22s. 0d. 
for Red Peacock, and 27s. td. for best chop 3rd Tsatlee, steadily rose 
under good daily business to 25s. 6d. to 31s, There have since been 
but fitful moments of hesitating operations and over-sustained prices, 
with the exception of a few days in October, when rather more busi- 
ness was done; the result at the close of the year being a decline of 
1s. to 23. from the highest moment, leaving the market nominal at

METALS. 

The following is Messrs. French & Smith’s review of the past year :— 

At the commencement of the new year we think we may indulge the 
hope that at length the metal trade is recovering from the depression 
from which it has suffered since 1866. Trade has already revived to 
some extent, and in consequence the value of money is rising. 

Inon.—The price of Scotch Pig Iron has remained almost stationary 
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during the past twelve months. The demand for Rails was quiet the 
first half of the year, but large inquiries from Russia later stimulated 
the price, and they are now quoted about 7s. 6d. per ton higher. Staf- 
fordshire Iron has participated in this advance, and the makers now 
obtain about 5s. per ton higher rates. The total shipments during the 
year 1868 we estimate 1,960,000 tons, against 1,882,650 tons in 1867. 

Coprer.—This metal at the commencement of the last year was very 
quiet, and go continued until about the end of February, when a de 
took place, and the price advanced during the next few months ; but as 
the advance was not sufficiently supported by consumers, it again re- 
ceded in June, and continued very quiet until nearly the end of the year. 

Tin Piates.—The demand has been fairly good, but the prices have 
been, on the whole, unremunerative. The makers are now quoting ad- 
vanced rates, but barely sufficient to cover the increased cost of Tin. 
Exports during the year :—1868, 89,000 tons; 1867, 7,890 tons ; 1866, 
70,970 tons. 

LEAD—Is very firm at quotations. We quote:—W.B, £21; LB, 
£19 53.; other good brands, £19 to £19 2s. 6d.; Spanish soft, £18 10s. 
Imports: 1868, 42.000 tons; 1867, 45,158 tons; 1866, 36,946 tons. 
Exports: 1868, 44,900 tons; 1867, 29,119 tons; 1866, 30,422 tons. 

Srerer varied but slightly in price during the past year. Zinc and 
Spelter imports, 27,400 tons in 1868, against 33,818 tonsin 1867. The 
stock of Spelter here on the Ist of January was 1,659 tons, against 
2,920 tons Ist January, 1868. 


MANCHESTER GOODS. 

The following is from Mr. Sam Mendel’s Circular :— 

The past twelve months, of which the following is a brief review, have 
been characterised by but few salient points; but the general condition 
of trade may be described as cautiously inanimate and the reverse of 
satisfactory tothe producer. It is evident that a longer period than at 
first calculated on is required for the commercial interests of the 
country to emerge from the depression that followed the collapse of 
80 many joint-stock companies, and to recover from the effecta of 
the American civil war; and the sole redeeming feature is the 
comparative absence of failures of magnitude over the year just 
lapsed. Locally speaking, our millowners have cause for grave 
dissatisfaction, and it will require a very different state of affairs 
during the next few months to enable them to tide over what 
has been so long a ruinously unproductive trade. At no time 
have spinners and manufacturers been able to follow the upward move- 
ments of the Liverpool Cotton Market. The year opened with 
greater animation in the Manchester Market, and in view of the better 
accounts from the East, and generally more healthy feeling, the 
opinion gained force that prices had seen their lowest for some time 
ahead. Producers finding themselves well placed under contract, 
purchased freely at Liverpool, and the price of cotton took an upward 
turn. The Bank rate was two per cent., at which low point it con- 
tinued till the month of November. Considerable activity was visible 
in our market during the month of February, and large transactions 
in the raw material increased its value. Subsequently, many resales of 
cotton took place—the immediate profit being preferred to the risks 
of manufacture in the unsettled state of the trade. Dnring March, 
owing to the prominent question of cotton supplies, excitement was 
caused by the rumours of restricted deliveries at the American ports, 
and our market found strength in the opinion that the consumption of 
the raw material was in excess of the quantities likely to reach us. 
Liverpool was well supported, during the month, by purchases from 
this market, and closed with higher prices and greater activity. Dur- 
ing April there was no diminution of anxiety as to the future of cotton, 
and the increasing disproportion between its value and that of the 
manufactured article enhanced the disadvantage of producers, who had 
long had to contend against unremunerative prices. A fair inquiry for 
goods suited to the East showed itself, but the absence of a home-trade 
demand led to the continuance of excessive exports to India. The month 
of May witnessed a slight development of the short-time movement, 
as producers began to find their position no longer tenable, and simul- 
taneously there was evident a general disposition to refrain from more 
than hand-to-mouth purchases. News from India continued to advise 
imports in excess of requirements, and great depression in the up- 
country centres of consumption—a state of affairs much intensified by 
fear of what has since proved to bea wide-spread famine. During June 
the position of spinners and manufacturers became less satisfactory. 
The tendency of prices against millowners increased with rapidity, but 
their continued absence from the Liverpool market slightly brought 
down the value of the raw material, but not sufficiently, however, to do 
much good to their own position ; a more cheerful feeling was, never- 
theless, visible. August was characterised by more animation, though 
the demand was of an irregular character. The Liverpool Cotton Mar- 
ket closed with more firmness. Anxiety was caused by the continuance 
of an unparalleled drought, and many local industries suffered accord- 
ingly. A feeling of depression was visible throughout September, 
though transactions, in themselves unimportant, were, in the aggregate, 
sufficient to prevent an accumulation of stocks. Reports from Bombay 
of the destruction of one-third of the cotton cropin the Broach and 
Dhollera districts, were received with the doubts warranted by later 
intelligence, and had but a passing influence. During October there 
was little variation in price, though a curtailed production gave a firmer 
tone to the demands of producers. In November depression was still 
the prevalent feature, and in view of a languid home trade and ruin- 
ous quotations from the East, producers were placed at increased 
disadvantage. The Bank rate, influenced by the requirementa 
usual towards the close of the year, was raise: on the 19th to 23 
per cent., having stood at 2 per cent. for about fifteen months. The 
principal feature during the month of December has becn the more 
vigorous extension of the short-time working, which has assumed 
proportions that cannot but influence the extent of production. It is 
questionable, however, whether there will be sufficient unanimity or 
duration in the movement to seriously affect prices, and the daily sales 
of cotton at Liverpool certainly do not point to any material falling off 
in consumption.

The following extract from a letter, under date St. Vincent, 22nd 
December, has reference to the steamer Bismarck :—‘‘ You will have 
heard, probably, by the time this reaches you of the accident to the 
screw steamer Bismarck, so recently built by Messrs. Henderson, Coul- 
born, and Co., of Renfrew. She was at anchor here on Saturday even- 
ing, when the City of Buenos Ayres entered the bay, in a clear moon- 
light night, and ran into her nearly amidships, cutting her down to the 
keel. I have just been out to see her, and, certainly, after observing 
the injury done, I was astonished to find her afloat, the midship com- 
partment being full of water, and the vessel lying as straight as if 
nothing was wrong with her, with a clean cut two feet broad from deck 
to keel. The iron deck is the only think that saved her from being cut 
in two. This reflects great credit on the builders. There is no tide 
here, and I advised the captain to patch her down to the water line, 
then to heave her down, to make good the bottom, and go on to Rio 
de Janeiro.” 





CASUALTIES. 


The Emilie and Irma, Bertin, from Singapore for Bordeaux, put into 
Mauritius, Nov. 25. She had lost mainmast, sprung mizenmast, and re- 
ceived other damage during a cyclone 9th Nov., in lat. 7 S., lon. 86 E., 
and was undergoing repairs afloat. 

The Willy Rickmers, Stolt, from Cardiff to Shanghai, whilst anchoring 
at Falmouth, fouled the Prinz Adalbert, and carried away her own 
bulwarks and stanchions. 

Advices from Mauritius, dated 18th Dec., state that the Diomed (str.), 
Crompton, from Liverpool to Singapore, China, &c., fouled a French barque 
when steaming out of the harbour, and received damage to stern. 

Advices from Rotterdam, dated 18th Jan., state that the Bilderdyk 
(Dutch ship), Victor, from Batavia, was ashore between Helvoet and 
Brouwershaven. 

Advices from Capetown, dated Dec. 19, state that the Sir Ralph Aber- 
cromby, of London, Anderson, from Cardiff, to Yokohama, with coals, 
struck upon a rock off Tristan d’Acunha, Dec. 2, became leaky, and was 
abandoned 5th, with fourteen feet water in her hold; she was supposed to 
have sunk, as shortly after she was left a squall of rain came on, and 
when it cleared she was no longer visible; the crew were safely landed on 
the island, and where subsequently taken on to Simon's Bay. 

The Zenobia, Hutchins, from Singapore, which arrived at St. elena, 
Dec. 26, experienced a cyclone Nov. 13, in 21 S., 67 E., and was detained 
10 days off the Cape of Good Hope, by N.W. gales, during which she had 
her mizenmast, bowsprit, and jibboom sprung, and the three topmasts 
crippled.

She is 
clagsed Aa 1 at Lloyd’s, is fitted with iron lower masts, bowsprit, and 
topmasts, steel lower and lower topsailyard, and steel standing rigging, 
with all the latest improvements. 

On the 18th inst. Mesars. Alexander Stephen and Sons launched 
from their dockyard at Kelvinhaugh an iron sailing barque of 700 tons, 
named the Caroline, AA 1 at Lloyd's, and 20 years in the Liverpool 
Registry. She will be engaged in the Pacific trade, and was constructed 
for Messrs. Le Quellec and Bordes, of Bordeaux, 

Messrs. Archd. M’Millan and Son, Dumbarton, have launched a fine 
iron barque of 545 tons, named Antilles, intended by her owners, 
Messrs. M’Arthur, M'Lean, and Co., Greenock, for the West India 
trade, and is classed A 1 at Lloyd's. 

A new barque, Blenheim, built by Messrs. R. Williamson and Son, 
of Harrington, to the order of Samuel Martin, Esq., of Liverpool, and 
co-owners, was launched on the 14th inst., and now liesin Harrington 
Harbour, where she will be rigged preparatory to being sent to sca. 
The Blenheim is entirely of iron, and will be classed at Lloyd's Aa, 
and in the Liverpool Underwriters’ Registry A 1 for 20 years. 





NAVAL AND COALING STATIONS. 
(DAILY NEWS.) 

It seems to be a fixed opinion with naval men that it is of the highest 
importance for this country to be possessed of a great number of pro. 
tected harbours in all seas, especially with a view to coaling. It is wel] 
known that the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Company, which, 
ranging as far as Japan, may well call itself aimply Oriental, has a small 
fleet of colliers constantly employed in replenishing its stores at such 
places as Aden, Point de Galle, Singapore, and Hong Kong; and it 
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seems at first sight that similar stores must be always maintained for 
the use of our cruizers who now keep the peace on the highways of 
commerce,and who will in time of war be employed to scour the sea 
notonly of pirates, as at present, but of privateers and of belligerent 
veasels sailing under national flags. That such depots of coal are 
needed at present by the Queen’s ships is manifest ; but that they will 
be needed for the same purpose in time of war, and that, if needed, 
they can then he maintained regularly, is by no means so certain. 

The late civil war in America gave birth to a very small number of 
armed ships preying upon commerce; in popular language, and 
perhaps in the historical belief of most people, there was but one such 
predatory wanderer, the Alabama. And this popular, perhaps the 
correct, belief is, that the Alabama compelled the American ship- 
owners to turn over, by real or collusive sales, all their seagoing craft 
to foreigners. 

Our own naval officers are not ready to admit that such a thing 
could befall the British shipping interest; for they hold that the 
Alabama ought to have been caught and destroyed much earlier, and 
that no such rover could escape the vigilance and swiftness of our 
squadrons. But it seems probable that no amount of skill or of zeal 
on the part of our seamen could prevent any belligerent from sending 
forth from time to time one or two Alabamas ; and they would be 
enough to raise the rate of marine insurance so high as to induce our 
shipowners to transfer their property to neutrals, and our merchants to 
trust their goods to neutral bottoms. In treating this topic it should be 
borne in mind that the law of salvage, as it stands, tends very materially 
to diminish the zeal of our seamen, since it is infinitely more profitable 
to recapture English merchantmen than originally to destroy their 
captors. For many years after Trafalgar the Indian scas were ravaged, 
and company's ships plundered at will, by the few representatives of 
the French Navy, who made Bourbon and Mauritius their head- 
quarters. Men like Hardinge and Cook, who closed the career of 
prosperous corsairs with the sacrifice of their own lives, were very 
scarce compared with the inglorious commanders who fattened on the 
game hunted for them by their enemies; and the conquest of the 
French settlements in the African watera, deferred as it was for five 
years after our navy was relieved from the necessity of fizhting with 
hostile fleets, was probably forced upon the service by the cries of the 
East India Company rather than by the chivalrous ardour of Nelson's 
succesgors. To give effectual protection to our traders we should offer 
very high money rewards for the capture of armed vesssels, so as to 
make it economically worth while to pursue the path of glory. 


But the experience of the Russian war seems to show that commerce 
is best protected by a complete blockade. In any future war with 
any other Power at all equal to Russia we can hope only for an approx- 
imation to such a blockade, for there is no other country against which 
we should have go cood an ally in frost. We could not, for instance, seal 
up the few ports of North Germany all through the winter and spring 
with anything like certainty ; much less could we put a chain of war 
round the Spanish Peninsula without a considerable number of tem- 
porary breaks. 

A blockade, even though not perfect, would be the most effective 
way of employing our navy. Although it would not secure our mer 
chants from the occasional sallies of corsairs, it would at least be more 
satisfactory than hunting all over the Pacific and the Atlantic for a 
stray Surcouf or Semmes, whilat it would do something towards 
bringing an enemy to terms (though not nearly so much as was done 
by the United States against their rebels), in so far ag it stopped all 
the trade that he would carry on in neutral bottoms. Our policy 
would he to maintain a blockade with the greatest possible 
strictness, and to combine with it enough free cruising to keep 
our seamen in good spirits, but not to make violent and extrava- 
gant efforts to keep all navigable waters open to our traders. 
Heligoland, therefore, would be of great value as a coal store 
for the squadron blockading the mouth of the Elbe. Gibraltar or 
Ceuta would be not less valuable in a conflict with Spain ; Malta would 
be indispensable for keeping our footing in the Mediterranean against 
France, or Italy, or Austria. To these points, which are near our own 
shores, it would be possible, though costly, to take under convoy a 
sufficient flect of colliers; but Aden, Singapore, Hong Kong, St. 
Helena, Mauritius, Capetown and Ascension could not be fed with coal 
in guticient quantities except at an overwhelming expense. Three 
pounds a ton is said to he the average price paid at present by the 
Peninsular and Oriental Cempany. It is not easy to calculate how 
much this rate would be enhanced by war. Should our Government 
resolve on maintaining in war time as great a force of cruisers in distant 
seas in proportion to the home squadrons as did our Admiralty in the 
old French war, it would be necessary on the first alarm to fill up our 
coal depots to overflowing, and to stop the sale of coal at such places as 
Malta to the French Messageries, and at such places as Hong Kong to 
our own steamship companies. 

Tn any case, it must be admitted that, if Gibraitar is to be retained 
as a magazine for the replenishinz of armed vessels, and if it is reeom- 
mended for this purpose because it is an impregnable fortress, then it 
would be good policy to make Heligoland and other places, which need 
not here be mentioned, strong enough to protect their warlike stores, 
that is to say, their coal, against the sudden attacks of expeditions 
evading our squadrons of blockade. 


SHIPBUILDING ON THE Ciype.—The annual returns of shipbuilding 
on the Clyde have just been published, and, as usual, compare favour- 
ably with those of the previous year. The number of vessels built 
has been 219, representing a total of 169,056 tons and 15,222 nominal 
horse power. In 1867, when the number of vessels constructed was 242, 
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they represented only 113,095 tons and 14,844 nominal horse power. 
Of all the builders, Messrs. Napier seem to have been most 
During the past year they have 
built and launched two monitors, De Buffel and De Tuger, for the 
Dutch Government, and have at present on the stocks two ironclads, the 
Audacious and Invincible, besides the Hotspur, an armour-plated ram, 
for our own Admiralty. The former vessels are nearly ready for launch- 
ing. Messrs. Barclay and Curle have completed as many as sixteen ves- 
sels, representing in the aggregate 16,631 tons, and consisting chiefly 
of sailing ships for the private trade.
